no American and few Englishmen realized 
until this war. What your country demands of 
you is your life. One man’s life is worth just as 
much to him as another's; whether he is a day 
laborer or a millionaire, it is the only capital he 
has to give. In universal service, you have every- 
body of all classes, shoulder to shoulder. The 
result in Europe has been practically no deser- 
tions, while the percentage of desertions in our 
regular army is colossal. 

The United States bas never fought a first-class 
Fower single-handed on land. In the Revolution 
France helped us. In 1812, the British were fight- 
ing France at the same time as us. Yet our raw 
levies were whipped in practically every engage- 
ment in 1812. At Lundy’s Lane we had regulars; 
at New Orleans, trained frontiersmen and sharp- 
shooters, A superior number of untrained troops 
rétreated before inferior* numbers of British who 
took and burned Washington.

“Pork Barrel” System Hampers 
the Development of Our Army 


UR army has been the plaything of politics. 
O It has been an enforced burden on the tax- 
payers. With an army administration ab- 
solutely honest, the amount spent for the return 
received is enough to raise the price of sugar to 
50 cents a pound, if applied to the sugar business, 
abd of flour to $50 a barrel if applied to flour busi- 
ness. As one army officer said: “We have every- 
thing in our army except soldiers and guns.” Our 
magnificent plants are the homes of handfuls of 
men, They are like a knitting factory, which 
ought to have a thousand looms, running with a 
dozen. Meanwhile, the United States pays the 
rent and upkeep 

Take, for example, Governor's Island, across 
from New York, where you almost have to hunt 
to find a soldier. The value of it as a piece of 
real estate may be jidged vy that of the enor- 
mous skyscrapers just across the river from it 
in lower Broadway. A French or German brigade, 
i? not division, could be maintained at Gover- 
nor’s Island. Waste of material and of property 
is the result of our system of garrisoning this and 
other posts. 

The army officers are not to blame. They 
simply discouraged. Nobody is to blame except ; 
the American people. They get what Congress ( 
arranges for them, and they make Congress. And | 
Congress is not so wickedly to blame as we might 
think. Congress is human. It has been care- 
less. It has not concentrated patriotically on the 
problem. 

Perhaps if we apply the present public emotion 
for preparedness as in the past, every congression- 
ai district may have its own army post. At pres- 
The 
Middle West, the Pacific coast, the Southwest and 
the East have their share. The idea has not been 
that the army should be an efficient institution, 
but that it stood for a certain expenditure of 
money that should be fairly distributed among 
the constituencies. It is less a practical army 
than a system of largess for communities.

Providence Journal: In seven States that 
have “gone” prohibition, the statewide law went 
into effect on the first of the new year. These 


are Arkansas, Colorado, Idaho, lowa, South Caro- 


lina, Oregon and Washington. On the first of 
November, next, Virginia will join them. Eleven 
other states are already in the dry area. The 
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total is 19, and this year six more will vote on 
the question. 

Not all these states are dry by a constitutional 
amendment, and in some of them the rigor of 
the law is curiously moderated. In Washington, 
for example, made dry by the initiative and ref- 
erendum, the people have permitted themselves 
to purchase outside the State two quarts of 
spirituous liquors, or 12 of beer, every 20 days. 
Oregon's law and South Carolina’s make a similar 
concession.

noughts which ordinarily would have 
takeh nearly three. 

Again, Secretary Daniels has stated 
that under pressure “certainly nine or 
ten, and possible more,”” dreadnoughts 
could be built simultaneously in this 
country, “three at Camden, two at 
Cramp’s, one at New York (Navy Yard), 
two at Newport News, and one at Fore 
River.” This list, too, does not include 
the navy yard at Mare Island, to which 
the Secretary has just awarded a bat- 
tieship, that at League Island, to which 
he is reported as having promised one 
from the next suthorization, and that 
at Norfolk, which, if suitably equipped, 
is as eligible as any other yard. 

It is true that our shipbulliding com- 
panies are now rushed with orders and 
that it might be difficult te assemble 
enough skilled workmen to build simul- 
taneously a number of battleships. On 
the other hand, the contract for the 
hull and machinery of a dreadnought 
is a matter of $:,000,000 or more. Is it 
conceivable that American ingenuity 
and enterprise could not find a way to 
fill within a reasonable time orders g0 
large and profitable as these? 

The armor and armament form sepa- 
rate contracts. On Dec. 12, 1914, Ad- 
miral Strauss, chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, stated that it would take 
three years to complete the 14-inch guns 
for 10 battleships of the California class 
and four years and five months to make 
their armor, 

But, contractors working extra shifts 
on gun forgings and a moderate exten- 
sion of the Government’s facilities for 
finishing and assembling them, would 
cut the time for gun making materially. 
This should be true of armor also. 

It seems, therefore, that the proposed 
building program could be extended ma- 
terially without undue strain on private 
or governmental facilities. For the se- 
lection and amount of this extension, 
we may trust fully the judgment of the 
General Board of the Navy. Its mem- 
bers were chosen for their conspicuous 
ability, they have had years of experi- 
ence, a@hd they have the world’s most 
recent naval data to aid them. 


Our 35 Out-of-Date Battleships 


gravely inadequate. Further, the 
practice of building but one or two 
battleships at a time leads to a non- 
homogeneous fleet and a consequent 
lack of efficiency. Sinee, owing to the 
march of progress, later ships are sure 
to differ. 


For proper concentration of fire—that 
is, so that each ship of a group shall be 
able to get in the same number of ef- 
fective hits as when firing independent- 
ly—the consensus of naval opinion is 
that the strength of a division should 
be four ships. As these ships must 
maneuver and act together, they should 
be similar throughout. Hence, at least. 
four battleships should be built simul- 
taneously. This applies te battle 
crulsers also 

Any other policy leads to a fleet 
which is a sort of raval museum, a col- 
lection, in units or pairs, of examples 
of naval progress in battleship design. 
Of course, it can fight, but its effi- 
clency suffers from its lack of homo- 
geneity. 

While the practical wisdom of the 
General Board's recommendatiers has 
been freely admitted tnroughout its 
whole existence, these recommenda- 
tions have received scant consideration, 
Owing to this reason, to the adminis- 
tration’s desire at this time for a mod- 
erate estimate, aud perhaps to avoid 
anything which could be stigmatized 
as “militarism,” this report recommends 
the least number of ships—and per- 
haps even fewer—that the board believes 
should be built. In his statement last 
December beforc the THiouse Naval Coin- 
mittee, Admiral Fiske, then a member, 
said frankly as to this that the policy 
of the General Board had been to rec- 
ommend fewer ships than it believed 
was required, because the aggregate of 
our needs would stagger Congress.

Pennsylvania has a main battery of l- 
14-inch guns and the battleship Kansas 
earries four 12-inch, eight 
and 12 seven-inch guns. Both ships have 
a secondary battery of lighter guns for 
defense against torpedo attack. 

Again, the dreadnought has a greater 
speed than the battleship. Our most re- 
cent vessels of the former type have a 
speed of 21 knots, as against 18.5 for 
ihe latest battleships. The speed of the 
British Queen Elizabeth class is % 
knots, but this increase is gained by 
sacrifices in the thickness of her belt 
armor and possibly in the number of 
guns carried. This principle—lessening 
the armor and armament to gain Speed 
—is extended in that fast dreadnought, 
the battle cruiser. One of them, the 
British Queen Mary, has a speed of 33 
knots. 

Finally, the dreadnought is a much 
larger vessel. Our battleships range 
in displacement from 10,288 to 16,000 
tons, while for our dreadnoughts, the 
similar range is 20,000 to 32,000. 

The advantage of large guns is 
that they can pierce armor at the 
great battle range now possible.. In 
the running fight off the Dogger 
Bank in the North Sea last January, 
the British battle cruisers began to 
hit at 17,000 yards (9.6 miles). Big 
projectiles also have a greater shock- 
ing effect than an equal weight of 
smaller ones, and the error in meas- 
uring the range decreases with ine 
creased caliber. The 13-inch guns 
mounted on eight of our oldest battle- 
ships could not penetrate a modern 
battleship’s armor at a range exceed- 
ing 8000 yards. 

Fatal Lack of Speed in the 

Dreadnoughts of American Navy 

AVING guns of one caliber only 
H simplifies fire control. This is 
a somewhat complex operation. 

The turret and broadside guns of a 
ship are divided into groups, and each 
group has a “spotter” in the fire- 
ecutrol top. This spotter observes the 
fali of each shot from each gun of his 
group and notifies the gun pointer of 
his error, if any. In this way, con- 
centration of fire from all guns on a 
single ship, or part of that ship, is 
possible with normal rapidity of fire. 

The ship that fires farthest and 
truest wins; but, without regard to 
the advantage of long range, it is 
manifest that the difficulty of fire 
control grows greatly when, in closer 
battle, the mixed-battery snip, carry- 
ing guns of several calibers, engages 
with all her batteries. Her full of- 
fensive power would be available 
against modern ships only in a melee 
—a case virtually of “fire at will,” 
and later, doubtless, for her against 
a dreadnought, of “sauve qui peut.” 
And yet, this is the fate which our 
pre-dreadnoughts may meet in sud- 
den war, if our dreadnought fleet 
should grow too slowly. 

A further fact worth noting with re- 
gard to the disposition of armament, is 
that, in a dreadnought like the Penn- 
‘sylvania, the main battery is located in 
but four turrets, while, in a pre-dread- 
nought like the Kansas the main and 
intermediate batteries are dispersed al! 
over the ship. To disable some ef the 
former’s heavy guns, one of four places 
must be effectively hit, while the bat- 
teries of the Kansas present so large a 
target that almost any shot striking her 
would be likely not only to injure a gun, 
but to kill and wound men, thus tending 
to affect the morale and efficiency of 
her crew. 

The European war has given no more 
striking naval lesson than the value of 
speed. For lack of it the Blucher was 
sunk in the North Sea, the Emden in 
the Indian Ocean, and the squadrons of 
Sir Christopher Craddock and Count 
ven Spee went. down in southern waters.

A marked advantage of large ships 
is that, as they have more gun power 


per ton of displacement, a fleet com- 
pose of them is, for the same power, 
shorter and hence more flexible than 
one of pre-dreadnought ships. 

For example, the Pennsylvania has 
a displacement of 31,400 tons, a 
length of 600 feet, and a total muzzle 
energy for one main battery broad- 
side of 876,000 foot-tons. Similar fig-

Some of the lessons that the stage |.as 
learned from the screen will be shown 
in the perforMance of ‘‘On Trial,”” which 
begins a week’s engagement at the 
Olympic Theater tonight. That no one 
may misundérstand the foregotng sen- 
tence, {t is here and now stated that 
“On Trial’? is @ spoken drama, not a 
moving picture. 

The difference between “On Trial’ 
and the convéntionally stazed play is in 
the multiplicity and rapid shifting of 
scenes, said to be carried out on a 
scale hitherto supposed to be possible 
only in photodrama. For instance, the 
audience sees a murder trial in prog- 
ress, with the widow of the murdered

As a Colonel from I892-06 he was 
Professor of Strategy and Tactics al 
the “Ecole Supertere de Guerre,” of 
which he becante commander and di- 
rector in 1901. The younger French 
yencrals in the present war.

He is 
the author of over 20 military works. 
In 1906 he was awarded the Grand 
Prize Gobert for his works on Na- 
poleonic strategy.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Addressing myself to the readers of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, I will en- 
deavor to deal with the past course and 
probable future developments of the 
gi~antic War which, for over sixteen 
months has been raging over Europe— 
a war which is by far the most formid- 
able known to history: a struggie which 
involves millions of Furopeans, to whom 
must be added men of other continents 
and races come from the four corners 
of the earth to take part in it. My ob- 
feet is to make a resume of the past 16 
months and to speak of this war in the 
light of that fought between French 
and Germans ir 1870, not forgetting the 
period, the truce, which elapsed between 
the signing of the Treaty of Frankfort 
and the violation of Belgian neutrality 
b> Germany in August, 1914. 

Early Reverses. 

At the outset the Germans acted ac- 
cording to a long and carefully estab- 
lixhed program. The French were to be 
beaten and hurled back beyond Paris 
by the 15th of August, after which the 
German armies were to concentrate upon 
the Russians. Everything Was calculat- 
ed and prepared, even the first battles 
which took place at Mons-Charieroi, but 
which, owing to the resistance offered 
by the Liege and Namur forts, was 
fought much to the north of what the 
German general staff had prepared and 
ecunted upon. After a rapid mobiliza- 
tion, the French army was concentrat- 
ed, some 1,200,000 strong, and disposed 
in five armies. The three northern 
French armies faced northward and oc- 
cupied the front Dinant-Charleroi-Mons 
on August 2. These and the British 
army, which had joined them, received 
the order te assume the offensive, and 
the defeat of Charleroi resulted. 

On Aug. 4% Gen. Joffre gave the order 
tw retire, thus abandoning to the enemy 
the whole of Belgium and the north of 
France. This retreat was achieved i, 
geod order, despite the rapidity and 
fierceness of the pursuit. The German 
army, traveling at an average speed of 
#0 kilometers a day, was endeavoring to 
outflank the Franco-British left, to cut 
tLem from FPmris and hurl them on the 
Swiss border. That ts why, on Sept. 3, 
when the German army had réached the 
front, Creil-Senlis-Nanteuill, instead of 
continuing on Paria, it obliqued from 
northwest te southeast—towards the 
fwiss border. The German commander 
haé forgotten, or perhaps ignored, Gen. 
Gallieni. who sent Gen. Maunotry to 
attack the German army on fts right 
fiank, causing such perturbation in its 
confident plans that the battle of the 
Marne, a decisive victory because it de- 
cided the entire future course of the 
cempaign, was fought and won from 
Sept. 6 to 12, 1914, 

Then followed the battle of the Alsne, 
which was the fetreating battle fought 
by the Gerrians after the battle of the 
Marne, and the battle of Flanders, in 
the course of which the two aries 
stretched out In opposing paralie! lines, 
which they have, with slight changes, 
occupied ever since. 

German Offensive Broken. 

During the battle of Flanders the Ger- 
man offensive on the western front 
came to a clome after the costly unsuc- 
ceasful attacks on the Yeer. Then it 
was that the French general staff said: 
‘The Gertnan offensive is broken.’ And 
ever since events have proved this to be 
true. Whatever the success achieved by 
the German armies against Russia, 
where they have conquered and ther 
hold Poland. Lithuania and Courtande, 
and in the Balkans against Servia, 
which has been crushed, they have been 
unable to gain any ground en the 
western front, and, except for a few 

and costly attempts the Ger- 
man troope there have, since the battle 
of the Yaer, remained on the defensive, 

But success on other fronts will not 
give Germany that decisive victory for 
which she it« etriving in vain. Since 
the battle of the Marne the war has 
become a costly truce. an economic war- 
fare, which is the central factor dea- 
tined to give victory to that side whico 
cam last the longer-—that is, the side 
which disposes of more material, tr n- 
cial and, velither last nor least, moral 
resources.

HE future of the German merchant 
ef marine and the ‘“‘freedom of the 
sea,”’ are two items which form a 
very important factor in connection with 
the world war now raging in Europe. 
Great Britain's navy has swept the 
oceans, and the German flag, which 
before the war could be seen on some 
of the most modern and best equipped 
greyhounds on every ocean, has disap- 
peared.

In order to get an authoritative view 
of what the future had in store for 
German shipping interests, I was dis- 
patched to Germany to study economic 
conditions, and I put myself in com- 
munication with Philipp Heineken, di- 
rector general of the North German 
Lioyd Steamship Co. 

This corporation, together with the 
Hamburg-American Line, of which Di- 
rector General Ballin is the leading ge- 
nius, practically controls all the impor- 
tant shipping, not only between Ger- 
many and the United States, but all 
over the world. 

No person in Germany today is better 
posted on marine affairs than Mr. Hei- 
neken. He is a close friend of the Kai- 
ser. and of officials who are directing

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Lioyd has no ships on the oceans to- 
day, Herr Heineken goes to his office 
every morning shortly after 8 ana 
busies himself with the affairs of the 
company. He is a large man, with a 
kind face, laughing blue eyes, about 50 
years old. Lloyd employes say he knows 
every detail, no matter how small, of 
the business. 

“Nothing to Hide.” 

‘Tl am very glad indeed that the great 
newspaper which you represent has sent 
you to Germany to see for yourself how 
matters actually stand here,’ said Herr 
Heineken in greeting the correspondent. 
“We appreciate it all the more because 
we have nothing to hide and want our 
good friends in the United States to 
learn at first hand whether or not the 
statements concerning conditions in 
Germany, sent via England, -are based 
upon facts or not. 

‘Tell what you see, all you see, and 
we will be satisfiéd. In that way only 
can the Americans be informed of the 
conditions here just as they are, and 
when they are thus correctly informed, 
the people in your country must realize 
that Germany is not beaten, in fact 
never will be, by the nations now en- 
gaged in this world war with us. As to 
the duration of the war, we are prepared 
for years and years to come.” 

Herr Heineken was asked how the war 
had affected the North German Lloyd 
Steamship Co. thus far. 

“Not so bad, after all,’’ he replied. 
“Our whole fleet is practically all locked 
up, including those ships tied at Bre- 
merhaven. We were aware from the 
very beginning of hostilities that En- 
gland would cut off our shipping.”’ 

Saved Most of Liners. 

“And what were your losses?’’ I asked. 

“The North German Lloyd only really 
lost four ships,’’ he replied. “Our best 
ships are safe in other German or neu- 
tral ports. Comparatively there were 
only few of our ships captured, and 
sume of these were apprehended and 
teken away from us in positive violation 
of all international law. 

‘When the war started we had two of 
our mail steamers in the Suez Canal. 
‘lease remember that the canal had 
been declared as absolutely neutral by 
all nations. And yet the English war 
ships took the two as prizes to Alexan- 
dria and there they were simply con- 
demned in the British prize court. These 
were the Leutzen and the Derflingr. 
©ne came from Australia anf the otter 
was on hr way to Asia. — 

“Another steamer taken ser log was 
the Gneisenau. She happened be in 
Antwerp when the war started and the 
Belgian Government took her and used 
fher as a hospital ship. The English 
evidently tried to get the Gneisenau to 
Fingland when they had to retire from 
Antwerp. but the Dutch Government 
positively refused to let her pass out. 
The English then got so angry that they 
s-*nk our steamer and that was the last 
of the Gneisenau.., 

Didn’t Know About War. 

“Still another one of our steamers, the 
Silesia, was coming from Australia, and 
her captain being unaware of the fact 


that Germany was at war, his boat wag 
captured and sold in the English prize 


courts. 

“Of course, as long as the war lasts 
we cannot expect much trading.” 

Herr Heineken was asked whether it 
was not a fact that the Lloyd steamers 
were bound to deteriorate since they had 
been laid up for more than a year and 
might be for many more to come. 

“Oh, no,” he replied. ‘‘We keep our 
ships in good condition. We have our 
men aboard. All the necessary work is 
being done all the time.”’ 

I asked Mr. Heineken whether he be- 
lieved there would be any trouble be- 
tween Germans and Americans after the 
war. 

“Not at all,” promptly came the an- 
swer, with great positiveness. ‘There 
will be no trouble between America and 
Germany. Our ships, you know, are 
very popular in America. All the trouble, 


or alleged trouble, will soon subside. We 


are looking for a very large cargo busi- 
ness after the war.’’ 

“And are you now, while the war is on 
engaged in preparing for such an in- 
crease in business?’”’ 

“Yes, we are. We have some new 
boats which we are now building in Ger- 
many. There are, for instance, two large 
Dassenger steamers. They are of 37,000 
tons each. One is the Columbus and the 
other the Hindenburg. You know we 
had expected to have the Columbus 
ready right after the war started and | 
‘ad hoped to make the first trip with 
her. But all this had to be changed. 
Then we are building the Muenchen. 
She is a passenger steamer of 2 ,000 tons. 
“he Hindenburg and the C olumbus are 
teing bullt in Dantzig, on the Baltic.

“And when do you believe these new 
boats can be made ready for 
service’’’ was asked.

CONSTANTINOPLE. Dee. 10.—The 


withdrawal of a large portion of the 
allied troops on the Gallipoli Peninsula 
has been almost coincident with the ar- 
rival at the Turkish front of heavy 
German and Austrian batteries, which 
are so formidable that the people of 
Constantinople believe there is no long- 


er the slightest doubt as to the ability 
of the Ottoman army to clear the pe- 
ninsula of the invaders. 

Large shipments of ammunition for 
the Turkish artillery aiso recentiy 
reached the Dardanelles coast batteries 
and the field guns and, according to in- 
dications in the Turkish official report, 
the Ottoman troops are constantly in- 
creasing their effectiveness in artillery 
fire. 

During the last interview which the 
Associated Press correspondent had 
with Field Marshal Liman von Sanders 
Pasha, the latter pointed out that with 
gufficient artillery at his disposal the 
allied troops would find it difficult to 
remain on the peninsula, especially if 
their artillery was able to keep the 
British and French men of war from 
coming close to the coast. 

Turk Artillery Fire Weak. 

As pointed out ir previous dispatches, 
the lack of sufficient artillery and am- 
munition proved at times a sore prob- 
lem for the Turkish troops. The Turk- 
ish artillery fire was always weak, and 
the allied warships were able to take 
the Turkish positions under the most’ 
galling fire without running the slight- 
est risk, except that occasioned by the 
presence of German submarines. It 
was only occasionally that one of the 
allied ships, venturing in too closely, 
was hit. The fire of the British mon- 
itors, also, by reason of being ‘high 
curve,’ made certain exposed trenches 
of the Turks next to untenable. But 
the Turkish infantry stood its ground 
so bravely that it has becdme a popu- 
lar saying in Constantinople that they 
defended Gallipoli ‘‘with their naked 
breasts."’ 

The instaliment of the heavy German 
and Austrian guns will make it neces- 
sary for the Brititsh monitors, torpedo 
boats and cruisers to keep at a respect- 
ful distance after this. With the allied 
trenches also exposed to the fire of 
heavy mortars, it is declared that the 
fate of the British and French troops 
on the Gallipoli Peninsula is sealed. In 
fact, say the Turkish authorities, to take 
them away while there is ye‘ an chance 
would be an act of mercy.

At 
the important stations the American 
peace party passed trainioads of s0)i- 
diers bound or the front, and Red Cross 
nurses in hospital coaches 

The progres sof the expedition 
through Germany was watched by si- 
lent crowds, except at one place, where 
a German Lieutenant lifted his helmet 


and wished success to the project. The 


entire trip over German territory Was 
made after dark. 

Arriving at the German port of War- 
nemuende in a ferry boat from Den- 
mark, the Americans, with the Norwe- 
gian, Swedish and Danish delegates, 
were met by a special train 

The train, which was provided by spe 
cial permission of the military authori- 
tles, stood at the dock surrounded. by 
soldiers. As the peace party stood on 
the platform in the dusk in a drizs- 
sling rain, they were selected. one_ by 


one as their names were called and per- 


mitted to go aboard the train 
Then the train was locked and started 


quickly for the trip across Northwest- 
ern Germany. 


After a while the military guards on 
the train relaxed the rules and per- 
mitted the travelers to look out of the 


windows.

* cabled this to my banker friend, but 
Petore the cable arrived he had al- 
ready sent Dr. Ryan to Rome to try to 
get supplies across the Adriatic. With 
him went Charles Carroll, lately of the 
American Ambulance eat Neuilly, and 
Hugh Reed Griefen of the Johnson Har- 
vester Co. They represent the clear- 
ing house and the American Red Cross.

Outside of Duraz- 
zo the ports on the east shore of the 
Adriatic are virtually blockaded. 

The mouths of Cattaro, the port of 
Cettinje, the capital of Montenegro, are 
controlled by the Austrian navy, the 
narrower harbor of Antivari is blockad- 
ed by 12 sunken vessels and San Gio- 
vanni di Medua, the port of Scutart, is 
also under the guns of the Austrian 
fleet. 

In consequence of this blockade, the 
situation of the Servians in Albania is 
described as terrible. An American doc- 
tor who has just arrived here from Alez- 
zo told me he paid $2 for a loaf of bread. 
The condition of the peasants and sol- 
diers without $2—which is the condition 
ef thousands—can be imagined. 
Meanwhile, to help Northern Servia, 
appeals were made by the clearing house 
to Hoover. He was asked to nominate 
one of his Heutenants to organize relief 
for the invaded territory. It then was 
learned that by invitation of Germany 
The might himself attempt to carry out 
the same plan of relief with which his 
name is associated in Belgium. But first 
Mr. Hoover wants Germany to give as- 
surances on two points: That the sup- 
plies sent in will not be taken by the 
Germans and that they will not seize 
the natural foodstuffs of the country.

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Noted Actress Succumbs in New 
York Hospital—Retired 
From Stage in 1906. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8—Ada Rehan, the 
actress, died in Roosevelt Hospital here 
today after an operation for an arterial 
affection. She had been ill for several 


months and entered the hospital eight 
days ago. 

Miss Rehan, whose real name was 
Ada Crehan, was born in Limerick, Ire- 
land, April 22, 1860, and as a child came 
to New York. Educated in Brooklyn, 
she made her first appearance-on the 
stage at the age of 14. From then on 
she played leading parts. She is per- 
haps best remembered as having played 
Ophelia in ‘‘Hamlet’’ with Edwin Booth. 

Mies Rehan made her first appearance 
on the stage as Clara in “Across the 
Continent.’’ She succeeded in the part 
sco well her family decided she should 
adopt thé stage as a career. 
tained an engagement in New York at 
Wood’s Museum, in, “Thoroughbred.” 
Later she played in the Arch Street 
Theater, Philadelphia, as a member of 
a stock company, and in 1875 joined the 
Barney McAuley stock company in 
Louisville, Ky. 

The real beginning of her career, how- 
ever, Was when she obtained an engage- 
ment in 1879 as Mary Standish in Au- 
gustin Daly’s play “Pique,” and as 
Virginie, in Daly’s dramatization of 
Zola’s “‘L/Assommoir.” From the time 
of the openings of Augustin Daly’s The- 
ater, in 1879, until Daly died, in 1889, 
Miss Rehan was the leading woman of 
Daly’s companies. 

She was the model for the famous 
solid silver statue which was displayed 
by Colorado mine owners at the Chicago 
World's Fair in 1898. 

She scored great successes in her de 
lineation of the character of Kather- 
ine, in “The Taming of the Shrew: 
Rosalind, in “As You Like It;” Mistress" 
Ford, in “The Merry Wives of Wind- 
sor,” and Roxane, in “Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac,.”’ She virtually retired in 1901, to 
return to the stage two years later with 
Otis Skinner's company. Her last stage 
appearance of any length was in 1906, 
when she played an engagement with 
Charles Richman as leading man. The

UN COMPULSION 
S LOSING FORCE 


No Strikes Expected — Derby 
Recruiting Plan to Be Re- 
sumed Tomorrow. 


LONDON, Jan. 8.—The British political 
crisis over conscription has subsided for 
a time at least. The opposition may 
gradually simmer down as did the 
threatened revolt against drink restric- 
tions. Most of the radical section of the 
labor men, particularly the Socialists, 
talk of a strike by the coal miners, 
which would bring the ®Wheels of in- 
dustry to a standstfll and handicap the 
shipping industry, which is the heart of 
the nation’s life, but there is no strong 
evidence that any tmportant strikes will 
materialize. 

Enlistment in groups under the Derby 
plan wilt reopen Monday and continue 
indefinitely to give an opportunity for 
all who failed to enlist to avoid con- 
scription by volunteering before the act 
goes into effect. 

Thinks Crisis Is Past. 

John Hodge, chairman of the Labor 
party in the House of Commons, ex- 
pressed the opinion today that the politi- 
cal crisis was over and there would be 
no general elections. 

“The division in the House of Com- 
mons on Thursday night settled the 
question,’’ he said. ‘The labor party 
was evenly divided, and if Arthur Hen- 
derson, William Brace and George H. 
Roberts (the Labor members who re- 
signed from the ministry) had voted im- 
stead of abstaining there would have 
been a majority of Labor men in favor 
of the bill. 

“I do not consider the vote of the 
Labor Congress, constituted as it was, 
to have been representative of tradc 
unionist opinion.” 

Hodge said that he and quite a 
number of other Labor members 
would continue to support the Gov- 
ernment on the ground that it was 
absolutely essential to present a 
united front to the emenies of Great 
Britian. 

So far as can be ascertained, the 
Government has no intention of de- 
laying the compulsory military serv- 
ice bill. Second reading of the meas- 
ure in the House of Commons has 
been announced for Tuesday. 

The exclusion of Ireland probably 
will have an important bearing upon 
the politics of that country after the 
war, as the Ulsterman will find the 
refusal of the nationalists to place 
themselves on the same footing as 
residents of England and Scotland as 
an argument against home rule. 

The newspaper debate continues 
as to whether the Government may 
not cripple the industries for main- 
taining the army and navy by ealling 
upon too great a proportion of the 
men to bear arms.

Almost Every Type of. Fighting Ship Repre- 
sented in Vast Assembly Kept Constantly 
on Guard With Steam Up for 
Any Emergency 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 8.—Under escort of of- 
ficers assigned by the Admiralty, a cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press and 
a party of foreign journalists had the 
first opportunity to visit one of the 
great naval bases on the coast where 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines 


fare asseinbled for their watch over the 


North Sea and from which point big 
ocean-going submarines are sent on 
forages to the Baltic and the Darda 
nelles. 

It was an impressive sight of concen- 
trated power and alert readiness, with 
long lines of battle-scarred cruisers 
stretching seaward and headed by th 
famous Arethusa, back of them a vast 
flotilla of destroyers, then a countless 
number of submarines of the latest D 
and FE type, which recentty have per- 
formed brilliant work from the Darda- 
nelles to the Bosphorus and throughout 
the Baltic. 

Village Now Vast Rendezvous. 

The day was typical of the rigors the 
British fleet is now experiencing in the 
North Séa, with rain pelting the sail- 
ors in oilskins, a north wind cutting 
the sea into foam and seagulis every- 
where. The little fishing village on the 
coast had been transformed by the 
war into a vast naval rendezvous, wita 
storehouses stretching a half mile, pre- 
pared to re-equip an armada and send 
it back to sea within two hours of its 
arrival,

Great Britain 
has destroyed the commerce of the 
United States, She has done what no 
other nation has ever dared to do, she 
has seized the malls going to and from 
neutral countries in violation of all

‘We have offended Germany and Aus- 
trie and if we do our duty we will 
offend Great Britain. The only friends 
America has today or will have in the 
days to come are the Atlantic and Pa-

LOSS $1,900,000; 
QUIET RESTORED 


Militia Patrols Streets and Extra 
Regiment Is Held in Reserve 
for New Battles. 


YOUNGSTOWN, O., Jan. 8&.—Quifet 
prevailed throughout the day with 
the Ohio National Guard patrolling 
the principal streets. of East Youngs- 
town where last night mobs ran riot, 
looting and burning property and for- 
feiting two lives with a loss of $1,500,- 
000 to property. Rumors of fresh 
demonstrations tonight resulted in 
renewed vigilance on the part of the 
militia, 

Meetings of strikers were held in 
the hills back of the town this after- 
noon at which plans of action were 
said to have been discussed. It was 
learned also that employes of plants 
in the Mahoning Valley now on strike 
will hold a demonstration here to- 
morrow. 

According to the plans, the men will 
assemble on the outskirts of Kast, 
Youngstown and march past the 
scene of last night's rioting, and on 
to a big hall here where speakers will 
address the crowd. 

Regiment Held in Reserve. 

Militia officers acknowledged that 
they had been informed of such plans. 
They admitted, however, that the 
Fourth Regiment comprised of nearly 
1000 men was being held in reserve at 
Berlin Center, 15 miles west of here 
for any possible emergency.

U.S. PROTESTS 10 


COMMITTEE REPORT 
TO SENATE FAVORS 
EQUAL SUFFRAGE 


Only One Member Opposes the 
Susan B. Anthony Amendment 
on Final Vote. 


By Associated Presa. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The Susan 
B. Anthony amendment, providing 
for equal suffrage, was reporte4 fa- 
vorably today to the Senate by the 
Suffrage Committee. 

After pointing out that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States is’ one 
of delegated powers, the report Says: 

“The manhood suffrage has been 
from time to. time extended. Every 
enlargement of the franchise haa 
been a natural and logical develop- 
ment of the principle of popular 
sovereignty. We may assume that 
universal male suffrage is*an estab- 
lished factor in our system of gov- 
ernment, 

“In our opinion, every argument 
and every principle upon which unil- 
versal manhood suffrage rests, de- 
mands the extension of its  privi- 
leges and responsiDilities to women. 
They are subject to the laws, are 
taxed for the support of Govern- 
ment, and subject with men to a 
common political destiny. They com- 
prise 50 per cent of our population. 
They are citizens in all other re- 
spects. Together with the men they 
constitute the people. In patriotism, 


the Government and in capacity for 
franchise, they are in no wise in- 
ferior to men. 

“Neither logically nor justly, there- 
fore, can unlimited suftrage be rec- 
ognized as an essential to our repub- 
lican form of government and its ex- 
istence at the same time be limited 
té6 one-half of the people, arbitrarily 
segregated from the other half by 
the accident of sex. 

“Woman's activities, her participa- 
tion, sacrifices and her misfortune in 
the great caonflict now raging over 
three continents have for all time 
disposed of the contention that she 
should not be armed with the ballot 
because she cannot wield the sword. 
She has taken man’s place in all the 
industrial pursuits of organized s0- 
ciety; she has maintained his govern- 
ment, manufactured his ammunition, 
observed and enforced his laws, oper- 
ated his machines, bound up his 
wounds, buried his dead and has 
been his comrade in arms upon the 
firing line. Man has become conscious 
of her powerful co-operation in war; 
he will soon recognize the justice of 
her demands to share his burden in 
public affairs in times of peace.” 

The report adds that “inasmuch as 
the nation nearly half a century ago 
determined to restrict state authority 
over the ballot by abolishing the dis- 
qpalification of color, there is no reas- 
on why it should not continue this pol- 
icy by abolishing the disqualification 
of sex.”’ 

The report was signed by. Senators 
Thomas, Owen and Hollis (Democrats) 
and Sutherland, Clapp and Jones (Re- 
publicans). Senator Ransdell (Dem- 
ocrat) voted for the report but his 
name did not appear upon it when pre- 
sented. Senator Catron (Republican) of 
New Mexico, dissented, and Senator 
Johnson (Democrat) of South Dakota 
did not sign the report.

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AGAIN IN BSPHAN 
AT LEDERKRANZ 


Veteran Barytone Gives Re- 
markable Physical Imperson- 
ation of Deaf Composer. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 

If one of the familiar portraits of 
Ludwig von Beethoven suddenly stepped 
from its frame and walked before us, 
the marvel would differ in degree but 
not in kind from that achieved by David 
Bispham’s uncannily realistic imperson- 
ation of the composer, in the recital 
given last night at the Liederkranz Club 
by the “grand old man” among Ameri- 
can singers and a corps of assisting 


artists. 

So lifelike was the facial resemblance 
which Bispham was able to effect, with 
the shock of upruly hair, the blazing 
eyes, the fiercely protruding lips, the 
stubborn chin, that at times, especially 


‘-|Twhen he struck the postures made uni- 


versally known by Beethoven’s pictures 
and busts, one had the illusion that 
time had rolled bask @ hundred years 
and that the composer stood present in 
flesh and blood. 
In One-Act Play. 

The opportunity for this amazing piece 
of living portraiture was offered by the 
one-act play, ‘“‘Adelaide,” by Hugo 
Mueller, based on Beethoven's celebrat- 
ed song of that name, and introducing 
the great musician himself as the chief 
character. The plot of the piece is 
negligible; Beethoven, grown deaf, is 


and laundress, and is befriended by the 
landlady’s daughter, Clara, who alone 
knows the secret of his affliction. She 
is in love with the composer’s amanuen- 
sis, Franz, and Beethoven makes it pos- 
sible for them to marry by promising 
to write a symphony and give them the 
money he is paid for it. 

An old sweetheart of his youth, for 
whom the song “Adelaide’’ was writ- 
ten, returns as a widow, and knowing 
nothing of his deafness, believes he@re- 
pulses her. He confesses his secret, but 
declines to inflict his declining years and 
sorrows upon her, and they part. 

Spiritually, the verisimilitude of Bisp- 
ham's impersonation was less striking 
than it was physically. Bispham’s Beet- 
hoven -was- merely brusque and rude, 
whereas the real Beethoven poured out- 
rages and insults lavishly upon friends 
and foes alike. If Beethoven had been 
annoyed by two such pests as the land- 
lady and laundress in the play, he would 
not only have driven them from his 
room; he was quite capable of beating 
them with the candlesticks as he threw 
the eggs in his cook’s face, and poured 
in a waiter’s hair a stew which of- 
fended the composer’s palate. 

Composer Is idealized. 

Then, too, it is difficult to belitve that 
the real Beethoven was as gushingly 
sentimental as was Bispham’s charac- 
ter, who gushed over Clara and Ade- 
laied in the best style of melodrama. 
But, of course, the purpose was to 
idealize the great composer, and poetic 
license is elastic enough to cover a 
multitude of inaccuracies. 

In one respect, however, the role was 
played with poignant truth, and this has 
reference to Beethoven's almost insane 
sensitiveness over his deafness. It is 
well known that it drove him to the 
edge of suicide, and that he guarded his 
secret for years. Bispham’s great tal- 
ents as an-actor were never more tell- 
ing than in the scene in which he con- 
fessed his affliction to Adelaide. 

The play introduced many fragments 
of Beethoven's finest compositions. The 
strains of ‘“‘Acelaide’ ran through it 
from beginning to end, and from a 
violin and piano behind the scenes there 
came snatches of the “Sonata Pathet- 
ique,’’ of the sonata in A-flat Major, 
and of other pieces. 

His song to Goethe’s poem in ‘‘Ee- 
mont, Leidvoll und Freudvoll,” was sung 
by Bispham himself, and the symphony 
which he proposed to write for the lov- 
ers Was no other than the great Fifth, in 
C minor, and he rapped out its famous

HAT baseball will still have its 
salvation to work out, after the 
settlement of the peace conditions, 
is the opinion of R. L. Hedges, former- 
ly president of the Browns, who from 
his viewpoint the 
a-looking in, took a peep into the fu- 
ture of the for the 
Post-Dispatch. 


Outside of conditions relating to the 
late baseball war, there are evidences 
that powerful as Organized Baseball 
would seem tS be, it will still have 
blowholes in its armor, and an Achilles 
heel, through which, in the opinion of 


the former St. Louis magnate, it may 
be deait serious blows. 

The Colonel views with justifiable 
complacency his financial «connection 
with the greatest of all United States 
sports, in which he ran $30,000 capital 
into about $300,000 cash in hand, and as 
much more in dividends. But he doubts 
that he or any one else could repeai 
the achievement under conditions as 
they exist today. 

‘‘Baseball’s future is certain to work 
out all right, some day,” said Hedges 
“But in the meantime there are many 
things to be adjusted before it settles 
down to a permanently established, 
non-assalilable basis. 
“The adjustment of peace condi- 
tions will cause some annoyance, but 
it will be accomplishej,all right. Te 
my mind the chief menace to base- 
ball, under its present handicaps, is 
the presence of so much big money 
behind certain clubs. There are in 
the game today certain capitalisits 
financially able to force a winner— 
that is a one-two-three club. The pow- 
er of money back of Sinclair, Comis- 
key, Lannin and one or. two others, is 
such that if they set out to do so, they 
can corner all the loose talent, to the 
detriment of the weaker owners. 

“The weaklings, financially, have no 
chance to get on their feet, with fee- 
ble clubs. Under conditions today they 
must, sooner or later, lose out. They 
might be willing to buy players, but 
big capital heads them off. 

“Until some system of shack- 
ling the millionaires and for 
equalizing the distribution of 
good playing material is devised 
other than the investment of 
large sum~a for the release of tal- 
ent, the moneyed fighters of the 
game will always be able to 
atrengthen at the expense of the 
weaker. 

“Of course this makes for an unbal- 
anced league, and decreased interest, 
except among the fans of the three or 
four cities in each organization. 


. . - 

Circuit Invites Attack. 

HERE are other weaknesses in 

baseball which the war has not 
corrected. For example, until all the 
Kaps in the major league circuit are 
plugged up, an attack by independ- 
ents is aiways possible. Four years 
ago Il advocated putting two teams in 
Detroit, Cleveland, Cincinnati and 
Pittsburg-—all of them growing 
cities, All will soon be demanding 
continuous baseball during the sea- 
son, but now they boast only one 
team. I had in mind two 10-club 
leagues, I still think this a necessary 
precautionary measure to prevent 
another war. 

“Don't think the danger of war is 
over for good. As long as there are 
quick-rich millionaires growing up 
around us, there is a chance that 
money can be enlisted to support 
almost any enterprise. 

“Bet with all the big cities pro- 
vided with two teams, it would take 
a reckless man to attempt to force

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—The automobile 
| eutput of 1916 will reach the astonish- 
' 4ng total of 1,200,000 cars, valued at more 
> than $1,000,000,000, according to statis- 
‘tics compiled by Arthur Reeves, general 
‘manager of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, and submitted to 
the manufacturers who attended the 
“New York Automobile Show at Grand 
eritral Palace last week. The output 
for 1915 was 900,000 cars, valued at $700,- 
000,000. 

These stupendous figures represent the 
growth of an American industry wich, 
jn 1899, produced only 3700 cars, worth 
1 730,000. The manufacturers are pro- 
ceeding upon the theory that it will be 
possible for every person having an in- 
come of $1200 a year or more to become 
the owner of an automobile, and that 
there is a future market in the United 
States for at least 5,000,000 more cars. 

(ireater flexibility, comfort, luxury— 
haultiplication of cylinders, lighter 
weight and more graceful body lines— 
these were the striking features of the 


> ew cars exhibited at the show this 


year. 
Accessory Devices. 

The accessory manufacturers exhibited 
many devices which doubtless will be 
embodied in many of the cars when 
they are placed on the market. Among 

‘these were: Electrical gear-shifting de- 
vices, Operated by merely pressing a 
button; heating apparatus which diverts 
the exhaust heat from the engine into 
the toneau of the car, making it as 
comfortable as a steam-heated apart- 
ment and numerous sorts of carburetor 
devices for saving gasoline. 

The manufacturers were more inter- 
ested in gasoline-saving devices than any 
of the other new things brought to their 
attention. Indeed, with gasoline prices 

goaring, the manufacturers are willing 

to give anybody a hearing who has a 
practical device for reducing the cost 
of operation. With gasoline selling at 
“cents a gallon in New York City, and 
with the prospects that it will continue 
io go upward, the manufacturers had 
jeason to be alarmed. 

Iuel Supply Preblem. 

General Manager Reeves of the Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, whose 

 tusiness it is to keep informed on every 
problem confronting the automobile pro- 
ducers, said that the question of a fuel 
supply at a moderate price was the 
greatest present need of the automobile 
industry, The consumption of gasoline 


_- by autothobiles last year was estimated 


by Reeves at 1,000,000, 000 gallons, and 
t will be much greater in 1916, 

“If there continues to be a shortage 
in gasoline and the price increases, we 
must look for some new fuel,” Reeves 

_ Said. “Its arrival is certain, because 
there has «never been a crying demand 
for anything without an answer from 
Mgineers and inventors, Such new fuel 
hay come from crude oil, but more than 
bkely it will be a chemical. Hail to the 
han who will deliver us from the need 

_ 0f gasoline in motor cars! Just think 

© the time when chemists will furnish 
us with tablets, one of which, in a gal- 
lon of water, will provide fuel for your 
motor!"

There are small lockers in the double 
cowl machines, for goggles, veils, gloves, 
road maps and other small articles. 

The electric hand-warming device was 
exhibited at the St. Louis show, and 
was also on exhibition here. There were 
many novel devices for locking the car, 
auxiliary shields for driving in the 
snow, and even a cig&r shield to pre- 
vent the wind from blowing out the 
driver’s cigar! 

The man with $1000 to spend for an 
automobile can have his choice of sev- 
eral eight-cylinder -machines, and a 
score of sixes. ‘The producers assert 
that there has never been a time in 
automobile history when such greai 
value in motor cars could be purchased 
for such a small outlay. The grea 
majority of the cars in the show were 
priced at less than $2000, and only a 
few of the extra fine cars were offered 
at higher prices. There was one car 
in the show offered at $5900—and a fes 
others in excess of $3000. The prices 
scaled down to $395 for the smal! road- 
sters. The producers realize that they 
have to go to possible consumers in 
the matter of price, as the great ma- 
‘jority of incomes do not show an up- 
ward annual tendency. It is possible 
only for the few to ride in the $5000 
car, while millions may ride in the cars 
that sell for $1000 or less. 

Aluminum for Bodies. 

Some manufacturers have turned to 
aluminum for the bodies of their cars 
this year, while other producers are 
showing a preference for wire wheels. 
They claim for the wire wheels that 
they are more resilient and that there 
is less likelihood of damage if the 
wheel happens to strike an immovable 
object. It is conceded, however, that 
the wire wheels are not desirable for 
muddy roads, as they become clogged 
quickly. 

While gasoline problems were wor- 
rying the producers, traffic prob- 
lems, owing to the great increase in 
automobiles, were worrying munici- 
pal and State officials, and some deal- 
ers who feared that it would be dif- 
ficult to sell machines unless proper 
means of facilitating traffic over 
crowded thoroughfares were found. 
The same problems are sald to exist 
in every city in the. United States. 
There has been such a remarkable 
increase in the number of: automobiles 
that city streets are filled with them 
night and day. 

There was much discussion of the 
rood roads problem also, and it was 
estimated that there was in actual 
use in the Uniteq States one automo- 
bile for every mile of public road. It 
was also estimated that there was in 
use one machine for every 48 persons 
in the United States, and that even- 
tually the proportion would be one 
to 1°. With such great numbers of 
machines in daily use throughout the 
United States, the good roads en- 
thusiasts asserted that improved 
roads would have to come asa matter 
of convenience to the owners.

HEADLIGHT PROBLEM 


That better adjustment of automobile 
headlights may be the means of over- 
coming the annoyance and risk o* glare 
is the astonishingly simple conclusion 
endorsed by the Standards Committee 
of the Society of Automobile Engineers 
at its meeting on Tuesday morning, Jan. | 
4. The practical effect of the commit- 
tee's recommendations at the opening 
of its midwinter meeting Wednesday, 
Jan. 5, was to offer a natural and sim- 
ple remedy for headlight glare, with- 
out necessitating sweeping changes in 
the thousands of cars now owned bv 
private motorists throughout the coun- 
try. : 

Possible improvements in lamp and 
bulb design were also discussed by the 
engineers with a view to recommending 
better methods of road illumination for 
future adoption by the manufacturers. 

The Electrical Equipment Division of 
the committee, which,has veen nvesti- 
gating the glare question for about two

Representative William P. Borland of 
Kansas City, who has been a persistent 
lederal aid advocate ever since he en- 
tered Congress, makes this concise com- 
ment on roads development in Missourt, 
believing that it wilf serve as an ex- 
ample for other Middle Western states, 
such as Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, with 
similar conditions to be answered in 
many Southern states: 

‘‘Missourl has caught step with the 
procession. Business men in all of our 
smaller towns and cities are interested 
and are working for long roads, through 
roads, connecting roads, across-State 
roads, transcontinental roads, roads 
systems, permanent roads, 365-day-in- 
the-year-roads—anything but wasting 
money in politics or pork, or the tem- 
porary upkeep of unimproved roads. 

“Owing to our central position we feel 
that all roads lead, or ought to lead, to 
Missouri, and hence, if we can’t be on 
the main line of the TAncoln highway, 
we can encourage the national old 
trails. Wenee IT have reintroduced my 
old trails bill in Congress. 

‘“Gjood roads help small towns, and 
they are the only phase of modern life 
that have that effect. Railroads and 
most other modern inventions kill the 
small town and build up the great cities, 
but all-the-year-round roads turn the 
stream of wealth, travel and business 
back towards the rural centers. Con- 
sequently our business men all belong 
to some one of the numerous road as- 
sociations.”

How long will the war last? 

Who will win the war? 

Can the Germans hold out much 
longer? 

Are they showing any signs of 
weake.ing? 

Every person I have met since my 
return to this country has asked me 
these questions. 

To the first two I have no answer. 
Frankly, I do not know how long the 
war will last. 

either do I know who will win it. 

1 am no prophet. I am only an 
American newspaper man sent to 
Germany to report the war from that 
side, to tell of the conditions as they 
actually are, of the events and things 
as I see them, and to give the view- 

‘point of the people of Germany and 

Austria-Hungary as fairly and con- 

scientiously as I can through inter- 

views with prominent persons and of 
personal observation and experience 
and to tell of these things as well as 
it is possible in the face of a double 
censorship — German - English — one 
antagonistic to the other. I have left 
it to other correspondents and writ- 
ers to tell the world audience 'in ad- 

Vance just what the final scege will 
look like when the curtain drops on 
the world’s greatest tragedy. 

One writer, who, as near as I can 
recall was about three days with the 
German forces, has just written that 
“Germany has shot her bolt.” Kitch- 
ener beat this writer to that “last 
bolt” in Germany’s quiver. A num- 
ber of other writers shot Germany’s 
“last bolt’ some time before Kitch- 
ener saw tite “last bolt” fly. 

With Teutons Since War Began. 

IT have been on the German and Aus- 
tro-Hungarian side only from the first 
day of the war; I have perhaps seen as 
much of the war on that side as any 
foreign correspondent; I know some- 

_ thing of the armies and of their lead- 
ers, of the statesmen of the central 

Powers, of the conditions as they are, 
and of the spirit of the people. I do 
not mean to dispute those who have the 
gift of prophecy, which I have not, but 
I would just like to call attention to a 
few things that may be illuminating: 

It is not so long ago that American 
correspondents in Russia were telling of 
the greatness of Grand Duke Nicholas. 
He was the military genius of the war. 
He was greater and more powerful than 
the Czar. Czar Nicholas would hardly 
dare to do anything without asking 
Grand Duke Nicholasevitch. 

One day the world was told the truth 
in a very brief announcement. Two 
writers in Russia, Americans, filled col- 
umns with the great offensive that was 
being planned. It would be trresistible 
and sweep away the Germans. It did 
eweep backward. 

The cabled reports of what the Rus- 
sian “steam roller” was “going to do” 
when it good started are still fresh in 
minds; so are the things the “steam 
roller’ did not do and what the Ger- 
mans did do to it. The correspondents 
_ and military expert prophets failed to 
- ™make good. Their predictions were not 
fulfilled. They had the wrong advance 
“dope.”’ 

Into the same category belong the 
predictions of the English correspond- 
ents as to what the English and French 
“would do" to the Turks on Gallipoli and 
in the Dardanelles. Just before the last 
big offensive of the French and En- 
glish on the West front at the end of 
September one of the American writers 
with the French army cabled he “was 
convinced” that the French “would be” 
puecesstul, that they “would win,” but 
"id they? 
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] circies in the ultimate outcome.

Nor 
were there many illusions in Berlin, Vi- 
enna and Budapest about peace. On the 
contrary, there were many signs and 
evidence of preparing the central em- 
pire’s ‘“‘fortress’’ of more than 100,000,000 
peoples for a very long siege. 

The belief, quite general in America, 
that Germany eventually will and must 
be defeated is not understood by the 
average German. He cannot under- 
stand upon what such belief or opin- 
ion is based, and is apt to attribute it to 
“America’s hope and wish because it Is 
against us.”’ 

He says: “Look at the map.” 

I find the feeling among many peo- 
ple here for or against the Germans or 
allies far more intense and bitter than 
the feelings among the people in Ger- 
Many and Austria-Hungary against any 
oY their enemies. 

I find that it is not so much in- 
formation many people want who come 
to talk with me as “confirmation” of 
their ideas, opinions and beliefs. Not 
getting that in every instance, their 
eyes tell me what their lips may be too 
polite to say—that they think I am ly- 
ing. 

Truly the work of the very small corps 
of American correspondents in Germany 
is a thankless task. We are on the un- 
popular side. Three or four of them 
preceded me home for a rest. Each one 
returned with “what's the use of break- 
ing our necks? We are not believed. 
Any enterprise we may show marks us 
as pro-German, and in the dispatches 
we are assailed and scored by the En- 
glish and French press.”’ 

Aside from that the American cor- 
respondents must run the gauntlet of 
the English censors who cannot be ex- 
pected to have any interest in getting 
the truth about Germany to America. 
In the first days of the Servian cam- 
paign more than 18,000 words of Amer- 
ican dispatches were killed in London. 
They could not have contained asything 
that would have been of benefit to the 
enemy, because they came out of the 
enemy's country, and therefore the en- 


jemy already knew what was in them. 


Of four dispatches sent by me from 
the west front during the last big drive 
by the French and English, describing 
the situation as it was on the German 
side, only part of one cablegram got 
through and the Washington corre- 
spondent of the London Times criti- 
cised the English censorship because it 
let that remnant through, declaring that 
1 had ‘minimized the English suc- 
cess,”’ thereby affecting the Anglo- 
French loan. 

Even the English have since admitted 
that there was no English success of 
practical value. The Russians have 
conferred decorations upon some of the 
American correspondents. Had the Ger- 
mans done that it probably would be 
said they were trying to influence the 
correspondents. 

‘ Incident on Steamer. 

Coming across the Atlantic an Amer- 
ican woman closely related to a promi- 
nent American educator was a fellow 
vassenger. By her request I was intro- 
duced -to her. Would I give her the 
German viewpoint? Wasn't the Crown 
Prince a degenerate, a thief, and gen- 
erally no good? No, she was not preju- 
diced; she had “sympathies,’’ but she 
was “neutral,” she told me. 

No, I did not think that the Crown 
Prince was all that she thought him to 
be; my personal knowledge of him could 
not give her the confirmation she de- 
sired. In explaining the German view- 
point as I understood it, I happened to 
differ on some points with her ideas. 

*“T am an educated woman and of 
course I know,’’ she snapped at me, and 
then she proceeded to tell me that there 
was nothing on earth as vile as a Ger- 
man, and, I was led to Infer, anybody 
with a German name as well. 

On the steamer, sitting opposite me 
in the dining room, was a little Ger- 
man woman attired in black. After a 
few days out she confided to me that 
her husband and one son had fallen in 
the war; her other son was en the 
cruiser Goeben in the Black Sea. 
“Perhaps I haven't even him any 
more, as I have not heard from him,” 
she said simply. 

There was no bitterness in her heart 
against the enemies, Out much sympa- 
thy for the mothers on the other side. 
She was a pathetic, solitary figure. 
Nights, after everybody had left the 
deck, she would stand in a dark place 
leaning over the rail, sobbing as if her 
heart was breaking. 

She was the contrast to the other 
woman. The war was engraved in red 
black in her heart—the blood of her 
husband and son, or sons; the blackness 
of despair. She knew what war is, had 
felt as hundreds of thousands of moth- 
ers have, but her heart was full of 
sympathy and kind words. The other 
knew war only from a distance and 
was full of gall and bitterness for those 
who did not agree with her. 

I came home to rest and get away 
from the war, only to find that I have 
to run here to keep away from war. I 
find that one hears more talk about 
war here than one does in Berlin. 
Tentons Have Won an Empire. 
But to return to the Germans whq 
say, “Look at the map.” The Central 
Powers have occupied and are holding 
approximately 480,000 square kilometers 


‘of enemy territory, an area four-fifths 


as large as the entire German Empire 
with its 530,000 square kilometers. The 
allies hold approximately 6,000 squar) 
kilometers. This is exclusive of the 
colonies of German and Austrian terr- 
tory, a difference of 424,000 square kilo- 
meters, taken by the British. 

No German will admit that the loss 
of the colonies has any decisive bear- 
ing upon the outcome of the war. They 
declare that the ultimate fate of the 
German colonies will be decided, not tn 
Africa, but In Burope. The Germans 
will tell you that they hold all but a 
tiny corner of Belgium, one-eighth of 
France, and that the richest part: with 
Austria-Hungary they have taken and 
held the three Hnes of Russia's fort- 
resses and defense, and all of Servia: 
that the French have a tiny corner of 
Alsade, and the Russians still occupy a 
small section of Galicia. 

The number of prisoners held by Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary in the last 


| days of November was 2.42,215 men and 


18,444 officers, not counting conajiderable 
number of prisoners men on the way te 
camps, I haven't the exact figures on 
the number of guns taken, but Ger- 
many alone captured something ove. 
300 cannon of all kinds and and approxi- 
mately as many machine guns. 

Of the prisoners, more than 1,500,000 
are Russians. It is estimated that the 
Russian loss in dead and wounded ex- 
@eeds the number of prisoners, and that 
together they represent & per cent of 


/the strength of the Russian army en 
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| the front. With a loss of one-half. tie 


German military peopte are inclined to 
scout the idea that the “‘Russian army 
succeeded in getting away intact.’’ 

Much has been said and written about 
the German losses. I do not assume to 
know what, they have been, but per- 
sonal observation on the fronts and 
back of the front incline me to the 
opinion that newspaper estimates so 
often printed of the losses in battles 
will be found to have been far in ex- 
cess of the real figures when once they 
are known. With few exceptions this 
has been true in previous wars, and it 
would be surprising if it did not prove 
to be the case In this war. 

German Losses Exaggerated. 

Appalling as the losses have been, I 
do not think the losses are what many 
believe them to de. I know, in one in- 
stance, English and American papers 
printed that the Germans lost 80,000 
men in the taking of a place in Rus- 
sia, when only one and a half army 
corps, or less than 60,000 Germans wer¢ 
there, and the Russians made little or 
no stand. Gen. Von Emmich, who 
took Liege, told me that the newspa- 
pers’ estimates of the German losses 
there were in excess of the number of 
troops he had. 

It has been printed that the Ger- 
mans killed in this war aggregates 
900,000. I put that question to the 
General] Staff before I left and received 
the written answer: ‘‘Notwithstanding 
alleged ‘official’ reports to the contrary, 
the German army has not lost 800,000 
in dead, but much less—as a matter of 
fact—several hundred thousand less.”’ 

A higher official connected with 
the general staff told me in November 
that the German loss in dead had not 
quite reached the 500,000 mark. Of 
the wuounded, 82 out of every 1C0 re- 
turned to the front within three 
months. Only 18 per cent were per- 
manently put out of command. 

Those figures were given me as 
being official. I have no personal 
knowledge of the actual figures of 
Germany's casualties other than 
these. I have not kept track of and 
compiled the official casualty lists 
published every few days and for 
sale on the news stands. . 

The amazingly high percentage of 
wounded mén in Germany who re- 
turn to the front is attributed to the 
high efficiency of the excellent hos- 
pital and medical organization in the 
army, which up to the present time, 
has truly been splendid. Personally 
I know men who have returned to 
the front for the fifth time. 

In cunsidering this high percentage 
of quick recovery it should be borne 
in rind that the casualty lists in- 
clude the name of. every man how- 
ever slightly wounded. If his wound 
has to be dressed—and in this day of 
antiseptic treatment, practically every 
scratch is treated—the name.of the 
man goes into the list “Lightly 
wounded; remained with the troops,” 
may be seen after many names in the 
list. Every man who is hit’ever so 
slightly by bullet, shrapnel or frag- 
ment of. shell wants the honor of 
having bled for the Fatherland on his 
record, and if his wound is such as 
to need dressing, he is enrolled as 
wounded. 

Has 8,000,000 Men in Uniform. 
Isn4 Germany running short of 
men? That is a question I have been 
asked many times here. So far there 
is no evidence of a lack of men, or 
any actual shortage of material, 
Without assuming to know, I rough- 
ly estimate that Germany has 8,000,- 
000 men _in uniform. Despite that 
there is an astonishing number of 
men in the cities who look as if they 
were capable of military duty. 
Reports that the Government was 
considering asking the Reichstag to 
pass a measure empowering the Gov- 
ernment to call out the men from 45 
to 60 and from 18 to 20 I was told 
were without foundation. It was said 
that this would bring an additional 
4,000,000 men into uniform, but that 
they were not needpd. Men of mili- 
tary age have by no-.means all been 
called out in the empire. Over 600,- 
000 young men annually reach the 
military age in Germany, and those 
go a long ways toward filling up the 
gaps in the ranks at the front. Ger- 
many will not suffer from the loss 
of human fighting material for a 
long time to come. 

Writers who pick Germany as the 
loser place their first ground upon a 
shortage of men, the second upon 
money. As to the latter, Dr. Helf- 
erich, Secretary of the Imperial 
Treasury, and the Field Marshal of 
Fnance, who mobilizes the empire's 
official resources for the war, - told 
me that Germany had ample funds 
to finance the war until March, when, 
probably another loan would be is- | 
sued. The last loan brought in over 
$2,000,000,000 and was considerably 
oversubscribed, Minister Helferich 
said he had not the slightest doubt 
that the German people would again 
respond patriotically to the country’s 
needs when the time came. 

The patriotic spirit of the German 
people in this respect has truly been 
remarkable. Even the laborers and 
school children take a deep interest in 
bringing out the gold from the hidden 
places and increasing the gold reserve 
of the imperial bank, which now has 
over $6,000,000 in gold. For every mark in 
gold on hand in the imperial bank three 
marks in paper money may be issued. 

Indicative of the spirit of the people 
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in this gold reserve, as I left Berlin, I 
paid with gold for my ticket to Holland 
at the railway station. The porter who 
carried my baggage saw with amaze- 
ment that I took: a handful of fold 
from my pocket. As the train was start- 
ing he came running into the car with 
a handful of paper money. Wouldn’t I 
exchange what gold I had for paper 
money, since I possibly would spend the 
gold anyway on my trip, and he would 
like to turn it in to the imperial bank. 
He had run back and bprrow ed the paper 
money from the man at the tiéket win- 
dow. He got the gold. Some of the 
large ‘‘movies,” also a few theaters, 
give an extra ticket for every ticket 
bought with gold. 
Food Seems Ample. 

The fact that Germany is so isolated 
and has comparatively little trade with 
the outside world has tended much to 
keep her money at Mome that otherwise 
would have gone abroad, and that ap- 
rlies especially to gold. 

As to food and war, materials, Ger- 
many is husbanding its resources, de- 
veloping new ones and practicing the 
most stringent thrift and economy. 
Census of hogs, cattle, sheep, goats and 
horses have been taken. Every fruit 
tree has been counted; Strict inventory 
has been taken of every pound of nickel, 
copper, brass and lead. Every copper 
uténsil in the kitchens, so much used In 
German homes, every brass or bronze 
doorknob, light fixture, faucet or plumb- 
ing in bathrooms has been listed and the 
Government knows to the ton how much 
of this material is in the empire in case 
they are needed. Just as in the Seven 
Years War the Germans melted their 
wedding rings, watches, jewelry and 
silver plate and coined them into money 
for the fatherland, so today the Ger- 
mans would give up and turn their door- 
knobs and cooking utensils into Car- 
tridges and shells if need be. 

Similar measures have been taken in 
regard to the food supplies. Fifty- 
four millién tons of potatoes were 
raised in Germany this year, or about 
10,000,000 more tons than the crop of 
last year. The government was ar- 
ranging to bring food for 500,000 pigs 
from the Balkans. This food was to 
be furnished, the pigs to be fed, un- 
til they reached the proper weight 
when,they are to be sold to the gov- 
ernment at a specified price which 
will include the cost of the food. 

The use of whipped cream in coffee 
and chocolate and for other purposes, 
of which the Germans are so fond, 
has been forbidden as an unneces- 
sary extravagance. When I left there 
was talk of forbidding the use of 
chocolate and cocoa and sugar in the 
making fet candy—that candy was 
not an actual necessity. The use of 
bread cards, milk cards, meat cards, 
petroleum cards makes for more 
equitable distribution and economy 
and enables the government to con- 
trol both the supplies and prices, 
thus preventing the people from be- 
ing exploited by speculators. 


Shortage of Milk. 
It would be absurd to say that all 


these things are indications of an 
overabundance, and on the other hand 
it would be wrong to conclude that 
the point of actual need has been 
reached. There is a wide range be- 
tween the intonvenience of enforced 
economy of a nation placed on rations 
and actual want. There is a greater 
shortage of some things 
others. With the tremendous rise in 
prices of. food, the, poor, naturally, 
are the first to feel the new condi- 
tion. BEspeci@lly is tt hard on the 
small children and babies of the poor, 
because’ of the shortage of milk. 
There is, I believe an embargo in 
Holland and Denmark upon exporta- 
tion of dairy supplies to Germany 
except under certain conditions, and 
these conditions mean high prices. If 
the war should continue very long 
and the point of real suffering be 
reached within ‘the Central Empires, 
it will not be men in the armies who 
will feel it—everything will be sacri- 
ficed for them—but it will be the 
non-combatants at home, more es- 
pecially the babies and children of 
the. poor. 

“But Germany is ready to quit!” 
I am told here. Certainly: so is the 
man who has won the stake in a 
poker game. He knows there isn’t 
much more money in the crowd. For 
the reason that the winner of the 
stakes is' ready to quit on the one 
hand, the other players won't want to 
quit. The analogy is rather far- 
fetched, but helps to illustrate the 
point. With Germany it is a case of 
“to have—to hold.” Germany isin po- 
sition to quit, and for the same réa- 
son the others are not. 

It would be as useless here to say that 
the Kaiser is not everything that has 
been painted in a portion of the press 
as it would be to try to convince the 
German people that President Wilson is 
and has been neutral and fair to Ger- 
many. The Kaiser has aged much in 
the last 16 months, but he is remark- 
ably fresh dad vigorous. His hair has 
turned very gray—almost white. His 
face shows that he has not carried light- 
lv or with indifference the burdens and 
responsibilities upon him. 

Personally, I don’t take any stock in 
the dispatches that he is seriously ill. It 
probably will develop that he has noth- 
ing more than tonsilitis or a bad sore 
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 ehroat, an attack of which he has al- 


most every winter. Last winter he had 
a similar attack. There were the usual 
reports that he was very’ ill, had can- 
cer, etc. I broke all precedents by 
walking past the sentries into the pal- 
ace and stopping his physician just as 
he was going into the Kaiser’s apart- 
ments. At first’ the doctor said it was 
against professional ethics for a physi- 
cian to talk about his patients, and the 
Kaiser was his “patient,” but, whether 
it was in admiration of my nerve or not 
I cannot say, the doctor told me all 
about his imperial patient; that he had 
something which in medical language 
sounded very dangerous, but in plain 
English was ordinary tonsilitis, such as 
even plebian throats often got. He 
would be out in a few days—as soon as 
the weather improved; and he was. Very 
probably that is what he has now. 
Von Tirpitz Not Ill, 

Grand Admiral von Tirpitz, the Ger- 
man Minister of Marine, to whom the 
submarine policy is attributed, is not 
ill, as I have seen reported. Two days 
before I jeft Berlin I happened to meet 
Von Tirpitz near the Ministry of Ma- 
rine building. He stopped and chatted 
a moment. I had not seen him for some 
months. He looked remarkably fresh 
and vigorous and walked with an elas- 
ticity that many men 15 years younger 
might well envy. It is true that he hy 
somewhat in eclipse at present, but 
whether as a marine political factor he 
is as dead as some people profess to 
think, the future will answer. If he 
keeps his health and remains as vigor- 
ous, it would not be surprising if he 
“comes back.” He always has had a 
strong hold on the German people. 


Stories from London, Amsterdam, 
Paris or Geneva, printed here, tell- 
ing of domestic infelicities in the Ger- 
man Crown Prince’s family, that there 
has been a break, or threatens to 
be one, between the Crown Princess 
and Crown Prince, are, I believe, 
without the slightest foundation. 
They are on a par with the various 
reports of the Crown Prince’s death 
wounding and even his burial" which 
has been printed from time to time.

The day before I left Berlin 
Crown Prince had come to Berlig fer 
his third brief visit in 16 manthe. 

It has been said that the German 
Crown Prince has shown no capacity 
for military leadership, that he has 
achieved nothing brilliant since his 
capture of the Fortress of Longvy 
early in the war. But who else has 
on the stationary west front? At the 
age of 33 he is the youngest Lieu- 
tenant-General in the army. He 
commands one of the several armies 
on the west front. His chief of staff 
is a General from the grand general 
staff. Aside from the German and 
Bavarian Crown Princes, how many 
even know the names of the generals 
commanding the other German armies 
on the west front? Their task is to 
hold the line. That they are doing, 
but it affords little opportunity for 
initiative or spectacular or brilliant 
operations, as in Russia. 

A London magazine, recently de- 
scribing the Crown Prince as a “Rot- 
ter,” “Bounder and a “Crook,” stated 
that he had “sacrificed the lives of 
hundreds of thousands of men for 
the merest whim.’ Heavy as the 
losses have been fn the Argonnes, that 
is prejudice rather than fact. The 
Crown Prince’s command is no more 
independent than that of any other 
general commanding an army in the 
west. Any big operations like a drive 
at thd French or English lines, in 
which hundreds of thousands of men 
would come into question, would be 
ordered by, or undertaken only with, 
the approval of the géneral staff; and 
not at the whim of the general of an 
army lying in the trenches.

Had Underground Resort. 

Many gambiers were summoned as 
witnesses before this grand jury. They 
testified that they had been paying a 
fixed sum each month to Wade on the 
represcatation chat they were paying for 
Lolice protectivn. 

Wade was known as the leader of ths 
gambiers. He had an underground re- 
sort across the street from the Robi- 
doux Hotel, the largest hotel in the city. 
and only a bleck from the courthouse. 
It had a cunningly devised system of 
bells and buzzers to warn of any dan- 
ger. By the pressing of a button 1 
front of a store a few doors from the 
entrance to the gambling house the 
doors of the various rooms of the un- 
derground resort would automatically 
close and lock. These rooms were con- 
nected by a tunnel, The front entrance 
was from Fifth street and the rear 
exit was through a sidewalk manhole on 
Francis street. 

The grand jury indicted Wade as % 
keeper of a gambling resort. 

It also indicted Dr. Crandell, Presi- 
dent of the Police Board, and McDon- 
ald, a member of the board. There 
were three counts to the indictment 
against Dr. Crandell. Once charge was 
based on his refusal to tssue a saloon 
license to one Michael Hilgert, who had 
been in the saloon business for many 
years. Hilgert’s place was closed for 
‘several weeks. After he had “‘seen’’ an 
attorney and paid $690, his license was 
granted. 

The second count charged that Dr. 
Crandeil was guilty of oppression in of- 
fice, charging that he notified the 5t. 
Joseph agent of the Pabst Brewery that 
no license would be granted to a saloon 
selling Pabst beer unless the brewery 
stopped advertising in thé St. Joseph 
News-Press, a newspaper which had 
been conducting a crusade against 2 
wide-open town and against Dr. Cren- 
dell. 

The third count charged that Dr. Cran- 
dell, as Police Commissioner, issued in- 
structions to the police that certain dis- 
orderly houses be perppitted to sell beer. 

The indictment against McDonald 
charged that he ordered the police to 
permit a certain woman to conduct a 
disorderly house. This woman testi- 
fied before the grand jury that she paid 
MeDonald a fee as a lawyer before she 
Was permitted to open her house. 

Dr. Crandell and McDonald never 
went to trial on the indictments against 
them. They took changes of venue from 


.Judge Ryan's court. Demurrers to the 


indictments were sustained, the Judge 
called in to try the cases holding that a 
police commissioner was not acting in 
his official capacity when he issued or- 
ders to policemen outside of meetings of 
the Police Board.

WILSON'S PROGRAM 
FOR PAN-AMERICAN 
DEFENSE INDORSED 


Speakers at Scientific Congress 
Banquet Declare It Great 
Doctrine. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Delegates to 
the second Pan-American Scientific 
Congress, wich ended a two weeks’ 
session here today, were guests of Sec- 
retary Lansing tonight at a banquet 
featured by addresses re-emphasizing 


lations among the American republics. 

Secretary Lansing, Ambassador Edu- 
ardo Suarez-Mujica of Chile, president 
of the congress; Judge George Gray of 
Delaware, chairman of the United 
States delegation, and Ignacio Calderon, 
Bolivia's Minister here, were among 
those on the after-dinner program. Mr. 
Lansing expressed the gratification of 
the United States for what the con- 
gress had accomplished and Ambassa- 
dor Suarez, responding for the organ- 
ization proposed a toast to “the Presi- 
dent of the United States, as a symbol 
of the country that has entertained us 
so fraternally.”’ 

In delivering a farewell to the de- 
parting delegates Judge Gray urged that 
the American repuDlics which ‘need 
no formal treaties to impel us to unity 
of thought and action” should not neg- 
lect in their friendly relations witn 
each other to take steps for military 
preparedness. Another Indorsement of 
President Wilson's pan-American pol- 
icy was made by Minister Calderon, 
who declared it “a great doctrine, 
which excludes no man, threatens no 
country, but is the culmination of that 
great universal yearning for freedom, 
for peace, for justice and for amity.”

States Government, the foreign dele- 
gates will leave for a tour north as far 
as Boston, which will end at New York 
Jan. 16.

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Philadelphia, Princeton, New Haven, 
Boston and various other cities. 

Judge Gray, in his farewell address 
tonight emphasized that military prepar- 
edness should be directed “not for war, 
but as happily has been said, against 
war He added that the opportupnity 
might come, “and we all fervently pray 
that it may soon come,” when the Presi- 
dent could offer as the spokesman of 
all the Americas, a sugéestion that 
might “find lodgment in the mind and 
heart of the peoples of the world.” 

‘This voice,” he continued, “when 
spoken, must be the voice of a virile 
people, who with no selfish aims to sub- 
serve and with no purpose of aggression 
or aggrandizement, stand for law and 
justice, the broad humanities that un- 
deriie our civilization.” 

Strengthening of the sea power, “‘south 
as well as north,” he said, was a duty, 
“that we may protect everywhere the 
commerce that traverses the high ‘seas 
and ocean paths that are open to all 
neutral nations.’’ The United States, he 
said, must strengthen its army, “that 
ft may serve as the nucleus upon which 
the citizen soidiery of the States may 
be built into an effictent army of de- 
fense.”” 

‘“These.’’ he declared,‘‘are the senti- 
ments which are felt in the hearts of 
the Americans as they hold up the olive 
branch of peace to the nations of the 
world. We neef no formal treaties to 
impel us to the unity of thought and 
action that will make the injury of one 
the injury of all. It is for us, of all 
the world, to make a moral safvage of 
Christian civilization. To paraphrase 
the words of the President—Americans 
ask nothing for themselves, except what 
they have a right to ask for humanity 
itself. 

Woerking for Humanity. 

“Eriendliness and good will will have 
been the atmosphere in which this con- 
gress has worked for the benefit of hu- 
manity. It is only for the peoples of 
the two continents to will to be friends 
and the work is accomplished. Time 
and circumstances have drawn us to- 
gether. We cannot ignore the com- 
munity of our interests if we would-- 
nor can we neglect the duty of co- 
operation, which that community im- 
poses on us. 

“With the performance of that duty 
of co-operation will come, I am ‘sure, 
the mutual respect upon which alone 
true friendship can be founded—on such 
foundations 1 look forward hopefully 
to a union of the peoples of pan-Amer- 
ica, more enduring than any that can 


Secretary Lansing told the delegatee 


he hopes each of them would return to 
his country “an apostie of Pan-Amer- 
icanism, teaching his fellow citizens 
the truth as to other republics, wiping 
away the doubt as to their sincerity.’ 
He said Pan-Americanism should be the 
guide of all the American republics in 
their intercourse and the hope of Amer- 
ica in all times. ‘ 

The congress adopted a resolution pro- 
viding for the creation of an “iIntellec- 
tual Pan-American Union” designed to 
bring into closer association the activ- 
ities of the various technical, medical, 
legal and other scientific assoctations 
sent by the Amerian republics to the 
present congress. 

Metric Is System Favored. 


Besides a host of resolutions for scien- 
tific advancement between the Pan- 
American nations, resolutions adopted 
propose: 

That the metric system be adopted in 
the Western Hemisphere. 

The appointment of an American 
committee of radio communication to 
assist in the development of radio com- 
munication in order that American re- 
publics may be brought into closer con- 
tact. 

That Spanish be taught more gener- 
ally in United States schools and En- 
glish more generally in those of Latin- 
America. 

That the Governments of the Ameri- 
can republics be petitioned to further 
the interchange of instructors and stu- 
dents. 

That a “‘Pan-American library” in the 
different languages of the hemisphere 
be established,

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DETECTIVE TELLS HOW FAKE 
FARO GANG SET ITS STAGE 


No Expense Spared by New York Swindlers to 
Lure Western Dupes for Big Sums— 
Woman Helped Trap Head of Syndicates 


Detective Joseph A. Daly of the New 
York Detective Bureau last night told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter how for nine 
months he trailed the confidence men 
who are alleged to have swindled Henry 
Gallant of 3017 Hawthorne boulevard, a 
St. Louis pawnbroker, out of about $70,- 
000 by a fake faro game. 

The arrest of Frank T. Thompson and 
three others in New York last week re- 
sulted only after Daly had followed his 
quarry all over the middie West, living 
in the same luxurious fashion that they 
did, in order to be within striking dis- 
tance. 

Gallant yesterday was held in $30,000 
bail in New York as a material witness 
against the syndicate after it became 
known that efforts were being made to 
silence him by offering to refund his 
losses. 

Pohiman Held Here. 

George R. Pohiman of 1000 South 
King’s ‘highway, charged with being a 
fugitive from justice in connection with 
the operations of the syndicate, was 
surrendered in Judge Clark’s court yes- 
terday by his bondsman. His bond was 
increased to $10,000, and he was locked 
up. 

About nine months ago Daly and sev- 
eral other deétectives were assigned to 
unearth a group of swindlers who for 
several years had preyed upon prosper- 
ous men from the middle West. Their 
instructions were to get the men, no 
matter what the cost. 

Daly began to work on the case. Tall, 
powerfully built, well dressed, and ap- 
pearing as a prosperous business man, 
he in no manner resembled the conven- 
tional detective of stage or

When the dupe was ready, as a rule, 
one of the New York men would zg» cut 
to the Middle Western city and meet 
the steerer; then all would be arranged. 
The second man, immaculate in evening 
dress, would be introduced to the victim 
at a local hotel, perhaps, and his sir of 
prosperity would add more confidence. 

Appeared as Golfers. 

These assistants of Thompson's whom 
the dupes met, generally carried a bag 
of golf clubs, as no one would think 
of associating a golf player with a 
thief, they figured. 

“Repeat orders,” as it is termed in 
the business world, was what Thomp- 
son placed premium on. The men most 
desired were those who could afford to 
lose $10,000 or more a year several years 
in succession. Once in New York the 
stage was set for their reception. 

Rooms were rented in old brown- 
stone front residences, and fitted out 
in lavish fashion, to make them appear 
as fashionable clubs. There was a but-

Thompson, who passed as ‘‘Mr. Cher- 
ry,”’ or someone else, usually was sup- 
posed to be a wealthy old gambler who 
had disinherited his son, employed as 
one of his dealers. To get revenge, the 
son arranged a supposed system to beat 
the bank. 

When the victim arrived in town he 
was met with a big limousine, and then 
activities followed which fitted his case. 
If he was nervous, and eager to break 
the bank and get home with his spoils 
he was taken immediately to the rooms. 
But if he appeared more leisurely, he 
was taken to one of the big hotels and 
entertained lavishly. 


After Big Money. 

But the out-of-town man was rarely 
allowed to win. When he lost $10,000, the 
steerer complained he himself had lost 
$20,000, and would accuse the first man 
of not following the system. Then the 
steerer generally threatened to commit 
suicide because of his losses, and this 
coming from an old friend, would assure 
the victim that everything had been con- 
ducted squarely They would return 
home together, and within a few months 
again try the same game, with the same 


| results. 


. But the victims were loathe to tell 
Daly of their losses. Some flatly de- 
nied having lost anything. Others de- 
clared that the game was honest. and 
that such a nice, benevolent gentleman 
as.‘‘Mr. Cherry” could never, never be 
a crook. Others became very indignant 
at such insinuations.

Cher- 
ry’ was then suppose® to be a multi- 
millionafre, and that Pohiman intro- 
duced him. The deal was declared off, 
Wickard thought, because he had taken 
three friends with him.

Many Improvements Pro- 
jected for the District 
Bounded by Twelfth, 
Olive, Market and. Eight- 
eenth Streets, on Property, 


Some of Which Is Vacant. | 


HOSTELRIES AND AUTO 
SHOWROOMS PLANNED 


One Project Is Being Consid- 
ered for the Block En- 
closed by Seventeenth, 
Eighteenth, Pine and 
Chestnut Streets. 


The stage is set for a new theater of 
building operations in downtown  8t. 
Louis in the _ district bounded by 
Twelfth, Olive, Market and Eighteenth 
streets, in the opinion of Otto J. Dick- 
mann, secretary of Joseph F.. Dickmann 
Real Estate Co. 

Plans are crystallizing for numerous 
improvements in this area, ranging 
from automobile buildings to hotels of 
representative character. Sites under 
consideration include the block bound- 
ed by Eighteenth, Seventeenth, Pine 
and Chestnut streets, the half block on 
the west side of Twelfth street, from 
Chestnut to Market street, the south- 
west corner of Twelfth and Olive 
streets, the northeast corner of Seven- 
teenth and Pine streets, the southwest 
corner of Seventeenth and Olive streets, 
and the southwest corner of Sixteenth 
and Chestnut streets.

"LL, bet you any money nobody in the 
whole world was so satisfied with the 
warm day after Passover as I, Pasi the 
Cantor's son, Muttel, and our neighbor's 

_ Calf; the little one they call Meni. (I, 
Muttel, gave her that name, Meni, be- 
cause she is always erying: “Meh! 

meh!) 

Both of us alike began to feel the first warm 
rays of the glowing sun on that bright day. Both 
of us sniffed the fragrance of the first green blade 
of grass that peeped from the freshly bared earth, 
and both of us crawled out of the dark holes to do 
honor to the first sweet, light, warm spring morn- 
ing. I, Pasi the Cantor's son, Muttel, crept out 
of a cold, damp cellar that smelt of sour dough and 
all kinds of medicine. And Meni, our neighbor’s 
little calf, they let out of a worse stench; from a 
dark, muddy, nasty little stall with bent, broken 
walls, through which the wind blows the snow 
in winter and whips the rain in summer. 

Once in God's free, light world, both of us, 
Meni and I, out of gratitude to nature, gave vent 
to our satisfaction.

He returned to celebrate the one- 
hundredth birthday of his grandmother, Mme. Marie 
Reine Fusz, which was observed on Christmas day.

But when they 
are left to themselves, or 
are out in the wilderness 
hunting, they offer up 
prayers to the “god of the 
mountains,” who, they 
think, lives in a cave in 
the hills and sleeps in a 
hammock of living snakes, 
which he dispatches as his 
avengers to bite those who 
have offended him. 

The medicine men them- 
selves, he learned, are 
punctual churchgoers in 
the day time, but at night 
revert to the superstitious 
practices of their ‘ances- 
tors. In their huts they 
can be heard calling the 
“spirit’’ with weird rites, 
and soon a voice answers 
them from the _ distance, 
coming nearer and nearer. 
Father Fusz explains the

Then a conversation in loud tones 
is carried On inside the hut by the medicine man and 
his ghostly visitor, mostly being in the form of ques- 
tions and answers as to why certain persons are ill, and 
what they shall pay the “buyeh” for curing them. 

Father Fusz administered the last sacraments to the 
medicine man’s sister, and soon afterwards she died. 
Her brother wished to hold the funeral immediately, but 
the missionary ordered that it be postponed to the next 
morning, when he could celebrate a mass. The medi- 
cine man sulkily agreed, for he was still angry over 
the last visit a priest had pald to his hut. This was 
on the occasion of the death of a male relative of the 
“buyeh.” It is the custom among the Caribs, when a 
man dies, for his widow to remain silent nine days, 
during which period a candle is kept burning. The 
priest attempted to compel the woman to speak, and 
blew out the candle. A crowd gathered, handled him 
roughly and threw him out of the hut. 


On the night of the woman’s death, Father Fusz heard 
a great shouting and yelling in the village, and saw a 
bright glare shining over the huts. With an interpreter, 
he stole down to see what was afoot, and found that 
the natives were mourning the death according to their 
eld heathen customs. A throng was gathered im a ring 
about the hut, and several bonfires were burning. In- 
gide the ring two men were dancing violently, and with 
wild cries were demanding of the dead woman what 
would become ef her dory and her children. The crowd 
chanted the replies she was supposed to make. such as 
that her dory would ply the rivera no more and that 
ber children would starve witbout her care. It was an 
ancanny and mournful spectacle. 
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When he started the en- 
gine, and the boats began 
to move without the aid of 
paddles, the Indians were paralyzed with fear. They 
would have jumped out, but for the alligators infesting 
the waters. So they squatted in the dory, clutching the 
gunwales with both hands. They were certain that 
there was a devil in the motor, for they could hear him 
breathing “pouf——pouf.” But after a time they saga- 
ciously decided that it must be a beneficent devil, who 
was drawing them along over the water without their 
having to exert a muscle. Having reached this con- 
clusion, they lay down luxuriously in the ~~, 
bottom of the dory, lighted cigars and pre- DH 
pared to enjoy themselves. 


The motor boat in three hours covered 
the distance which the Indians usually 
paddied in an entire day. When Father 
Fusz was compelled to lay up his boat be- 
cause of the rapids, the natives prepared to 
make camp for the night. They were ac- 
customed to measure time by the distance 
they traversed, and as the sky 
was overcast, hiding the sun, 
they would not believe it when 
the missionary told them it was 
only 10 a. m., and that they 
would finish the rest of the jour- 
ney that day In the dory. The 
trip usually required two and 
a half to three days. 

The natives were equaliy 
startled when Father Fusz first 2 
introduced them to the phono- 
eraph. He had obtained one of Yu F 


these instruments from home, 
and carried it with him on a 
trip to an inlard mission He 
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The Jesuit raised his rifle and fired. A big 
baboon came tumbling out of the. branches. 
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the rude church, and put on a record of a man’s voice. 
In a few minutes everyone in the village was gathered 
about. Some were terror-stricken, but the bolder ones 
peered under the table to see where the “man” was 
hidden. 

Their amazement was increased, if that was possible, 
when a second record, this time of a woman’s voice, was 
put on. “A woman! a woman!” they cried; and again 
looked for her under the table. They never could un- 
derstand the mystery of the phonograph, the missionary 
says, but determining finally that it would not injure 
them, lost their fear and crowded delightedly about 
whenever it was played. 

The question of clothes among his parishioners was 
one, which Father Fusz attempted to solve, with amusing 
results. The men-among the Indians are fully clad, 
wearing shirts and trousers, but the women wrap a 
blanket about their hips, leaving the upper part of their 
bodies bare. The missionary sent to the states for a 
the women, with holes for the 
arms and the head. 

The women would have nothing at first to do with 
them, carrying the garments under their arms, and 
hastily throwing them about their shoulders whenever 
a priest came in sight. But at last they solved the 
enigma of how these strange habiliments were to be 
worn. They wrapped the shirts about their heads like 
a shawl, taking pains that the hole for the head should 
fall at about the middle of the back. They regarded this 
opening as some sort of a decoration, and the more 
artistic among them painstakingly embroidered the 
edges with gay-colored threads. 

Formerly, the Jesuit says, it was not uncommon, when 
the women got warm in church, for them to throw off 
such upper garments as they had in order to be com- 
fortable. But the priests have almost broken up this 
custom. 

“At that,” says Father Fusz, “the Indian women were 
less immodest than their sisters in the United States: 
for the former were innocent in what they did, and 
American women are fully aware of the spectacle which 
present-day low-cut gowns make of them.” 

The Carib Indians are not overly particular about 
the marriage ceremony, says 
Father Fusz, but the Kek- 
chis are scrupulous about 
obtaining a religious bless- 
ing upon their unions, the 
couples coming for jour- 
neys of four or five days to 
the missions and almost in- 
j variably bringing with them 
a present of a live chicken 
for the “padre.” On one oc 
casion he married 19 
couples in one morning, but 
this record was surpassed 
by another priest, who 
joined 24 couples, one after 
the other. * 

Early marriages are the

Indians are distinguished by the fact 
that the men speak one language and 
the women another, although both 
understand the other’s speech per- 
fectly. 

This arises from an _ interesting 
fact In history. The Caribs original- 
ly came from Venezuela and Brazil, 
Earlier than the discovery of Amer- 
ica, they overran the nearby islands 
of the Lesser Antilles, slaughtering 
the male Arawauk Indians who were 
the aborigines there and keeping the 
women for wives. The women of 


ae 
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Americe is at once so little known 
and so romantic in history as Brit- 
ish Honduras. When the old Span- 
ish Main and its bullion-freighted 
galleons attracted the attention of 
the wo id, the English buccaneers 
sought a rendezvous close to the 
scene of their depredations, and 
none offered greater advantages thas 
the harbor of Belize, protected by 
the ene¢ircling coral reef from the 
fierce hurricanes that from time te 
time revaged the Carribean Sea 
Freebooters from Englatld made 
this haven their home, and undef 
the leadership of Wallace (which the 


Spanish corrupted into Balize or 
Belize} successfully resisted the ef- 
forts of the Spaniards and Mexicans 
to dispossess them. England later 
induced her subjects to settle down 
to the more peaceful business of 
marketing mahogany, logwood and 
other valuable products of the 
tropits. 


Sixty years ago two Jesuits .es- 
tablished a’ mission among the In- 
dians of British Honduras. The 
work was extended to the Mayas liv- 


the Caribs today speak the languake 
of those redskin “Sabines” of nearly 
500 years ago, while the men retain 
the ancien: Carib speech. But Father 
Fusz notes that as time goes on the women’s speech is 
driving out that of the men, who have already forgotten 
many words in their vocabulary and use equivalents 
from the women’s tongue. He attributes this to the 
fact that the children first learn to speak from their 
mothers, and thinks that in time the Carib language 
will be entirely displaced by the Arawauk dialect. 


The Kekchis, Father Fusz says, are extremely anxious 
to learn every prayer they can, and whenever a priest 
_ visits their villages, they crowd about him and beg him 
to teach them a new prayer. They have plenty of 
prayers of their own, to the “mountain god,’ and “bush 
god,” and other local deities, but appear to think that 
no one can be armed with too many prayers. He dis- 
covered that these Indians have handed down from 
parent to child for 200 years a version of the “Lord’s 
Prayer” taught them in their own tongue by a Domini- 
can missionary, and that there is not a child who cannot 
repeat it. 

In the hinterland of British Honduras, he states, is 
a region which has never been visited by a white man 
‘nd not for centuries, he believes, by an\Indian. This 
fsolated district is guanted by the rock~ temples and 
pillars, covered with hieroglyphics which linguists have 
as yet been unable to decipher, which the ancient Mayas 
left as relics of their strange civilization. The Indians 
regard these structures with superstitious dread, and 
believe that they are still inhabited by the “old ones,’ 
as they call the ancestors whose writings they have 
forgotten. 


They are convinced that if anyone forces his way 
among the habitations of the ‘‘old ones,” these will turn 
themselves into wild animals and devour the intruder. 
Father Fusz once persuaded Indian guides to lead him 
to the top of a hill from which he could see the great 
stone temples, shining in the sun a few miles away. 
But he could not tempt them to go nearer, and could

touched their mouths with their fingers 
their stomachs joyously with their hands. 

That night the baboon was barbecued over a pit of 
coals. The head was not taken off, and this, with the 
arms and legs outstretched, gave the body a certain sin- 
ister resemblance to a human being. However, the mis- 
sionary found, he says, that the meat was excellent. It 
is the custom of the Caribs, whenever they kill a baboon, 
or a peccary, or a deer, or a tapir, or an armadillo, to 
hold up the animal’s head to propitiate the “god of the 
bush.” They also, as a religious rite, devour the en- 
trails of every animal they kill. 


They also preserve pagan customs about the dead. 
They believe that when a person dies his soul retraces 
his entire life a second time, and for his use place his 
gun, his shoes and food in the grave. The bodies have 
to be lashed to the roofs of the huts to prevent the ants 
from stripping them to the bones. When anyone dies 
of a disease which they do not understand, it is difficult 
to find persons who will put the body in its bark coffin 
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not hope to find his way through the jungle alone. VW 


Similar Mayan monuments have been studied in Guate- 
mala, across the line. 


There are many extraordinary customs among the 
Caribs, as regards their food. As in the United States 
roast turkey is the national Christmas dish, so among 
the Caribs this distinction is given to what the natives 
consider the most toothsome of delicacies—boiled cat 
with rice. When protests are made, the Caribs explain 
that a cat is far more cleanly in its habits than a chicken 
or a pig. They believe bananas are unfit for human 
food and feed them to their dogs. Unlike the Mayas 
and Kekchis, the Caribs make their bread from the root 
of the cassava plant, while the others use ground corn 
to make their tortillas. The Caribs are believed to have 
brought the cassava with them from South America. 
The roots have a poisonous sap, which they press out 
and boil to distill the poison. Then they permit the sap 
to ferment, forming a mildly intoxicating drink, which 
they consume by the tubful. 

The Caribs are also greatly addicted to barbecued 
baboon, which Father Fusz, who has eaten it, says has 
a@ savory taste. On his travels through the jungle, he 
usually bore a rifle, and doffing his cassock, which would 
be quickly torn to pieces in the bush, donned a suit of 
khaki. He also carried the indispensable machete, with 
which the natives pare their finger nails and

and dig the grave, as they believe the disease was caused 
by the “evil eye.” They fear the dead so much that no 
one will assist at a funeral who is not thoroughly drunk, 
and for this purpose the bereaved family is careful to 
provide quantities of rum, exquisitely flavored with 
asafetida. 

One, of these Caribs saw ice for the first time in Punta 
Gorda, where a plant for making ice had just been 
opened. The Indian touched it and remarked: ‘Very 
hot!” A Carib boy, told how the rivers up north freeze 
over in winter, asked whether the ice all comes down 
in one piece. 


Father Fusz found all of these Indians extremely 
docile and peaceable persons to live among, and the only 
time during the eight years that his life was in danger 
was when his dory, running along the coast, was almost 
swamped by high waves, which would have sunk it if 
the wind had not suddenly abated.

ing along the Mexican frontiers, to 
the Caribs of the southern coast, 
dwelling along the Bay of Amatique, 
and lastly to the numerous Kekchi 
indians of the southwesterfi’ portion: of British Hon- 
duras, who in these later years are crowding in from 
the thickly populated district of Alta Verapaz, Guate- 
mala. 

The Mayas are the successors of that strange, half- 
civilized race who in prehistoric days dotted the coun-_ 
tries of Yucatan, Peten and Honduras with wonderful 
stone temp'es and monuments. The Caribs are descend- 
ants of those cannibals who ate up the crew of the bat- 
‘tered boat which Columbus left behind him in the Lesser 
Antilles when he went back to Spain. In the later 
scramble of nations for the islands of the West Indies 
the Caribs found themselves unable to resist the in- 
vaders who blew fire and lead at them, so in depleted 
numbers they gradually retreated to the mountain fast- 
nesses in the island of St. Vincent. This, later on, was 
first captured by the French, whose missioners made the 
first effort to Christianize the refugees. 

When, later on, the English took St. Vincent from 
the French, they determined to get rid of the trouble- 
some Caribs; so in 1797, in 20 ships, five to six thousand 
of them were transported to Central América, where 
in peace they have wonderfully grown in numbers. 
They are now nominally all Christians, but many prac- 
tice the old rites of spirit-worship and religious cere- 
monies and dances, some of them of a most shocking 
nature, just as in the days of their pagan ancestors. 
Some 20 years ago the civil authorities hanged four 
Carib men in the town of Stann Creek, where about 
three thousand Caribs live, because in their devil-dance 
they had slaughtered a little girl as a propitiatory 
sacrificed to the spirit of evil.

1916. 
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“MY HAPPIEST MOMENT.” 


It occurred 50 years ago when Miss Coghlan, only a 
tot, played her first role—that of Cupid in “Ixion.” 


HE dawn of 1916 ushered in Rose Coghlan’s 
Golden Jubilee year,-50 vears on the stage. 
It is a long while to wea, ‘he “Pasteboard 
Crown,” as Clara Morris called it, but 
where it gives a fruitage of success and 
happiness, it rests lightly. 

Rose Coghlan opened Wallack’s Theater 
in “The School for Scandal,” in 1882, and closed it in 
1915, in the same play as Lady Teazle, wearing the 
same costume. The dress was considered in 1882 the 
costliest ever worn by an actress in New York. It is 
a Worth creation, the underskirt of rare old rose point, 
presented to Miss Coghlan by the Empress Eugenie. The 
material of the dress is rose brocade, heavily interwoven 
with silver and gold thread, of a special pattern and 
weave from the Lyons mills. The front of the bodice 
was of the rose point, with deep ruffles of the same on 
the sleeves. It cost £500 ($2,500), an enormous outlay 
in those days for one costume for the Mimic World. 

She was going to move the next day into an apart- 
ment up on West Seventy-sixth street, so the stage 
wasn’t set a bit, you see. It wasn’t even a dress re- 
hearsal. Her bedroom at the Hotel Woodstock, just off 
the Street of Starlight, looked more like a dressing room 
after a show on the closing night, with its general 
tumble of costumes and trinkets. 

“Come in, bless your heart, come in,” called Rose 
Coghian, half of her in a big trunk apparently. “I’m 
up to my ears packing, but never mind. I’ve lived all 
my life in trunks, and now I’m going into a little apart- 
ment of my own that will be a bit of a home anyhow.” 

A boy with a telegram interrupted her just then. She 
tore it open, and laughed. | 

“It’s my boy out West, my nephew. He’s stranded 
and dead broke _in San Francisco, and I can’t let him 
go hungry. Might do him good at that. I think it’s 
rather a good thing to be hungry now and then. It 
gives you such a magnificent sympathy withthe other 
fellow, doesn’t it, now?’ 

She bent over the bureau and wrote rapidly on a 
yellow blank, her long Persian silk kimono swishing 
around her like a Roman peplum, her mass of wavy 
auburn hair piled in a loose knot on top of her head. 

“There,’ she said. “Now he'll eat and be merry once 
more. He’s got a $200 Boston bull pup with him that 
I gave him, but he wouldn’t sell it for a thousand. 
Awfully nice lad.” She closed the door after the boy, 
and settled back in a deep-seated green willow arm 
chair, both hands firmly planted on its arms, and smiled. 
Maybe it is her Golden Jubilee year. Maybe she has 
been 50 years on the stage, and was a decade ahead 
when she started in, but by some mysterious alchemy 
of inward happiness and adjustment to the rhythmic 
cadence of life, if you like, the Rose of Jersey, as Irving 
loved to call her, looks as if she could go on tonight 
and play Lady Teazle with flying colors. 

You can’t pin her down to any consecutive dates. 
She jumps from “poor dear Charlie Frohman, most con- 
siderate manager I ever knew,” to the night when she 
heard the news of her brother’s body floating out to sea 
down at. Galveston after the terrible hurricane. “And 
while it was shocking to us, [’m sure Charles himself 
would have enjoyed it immensely.” 

She starts telling of the opening night of Wallack’s 
Theater in 1882, of how the old Park Theater burned 
before that, and Charlie Frohman talked Wallack into 
letting him take the stock company all the way to 
Baltimore, an unheard of precedent in those days. She 
leans forward with eyes shining, and gives you Lady 
Gay Spanker’s race speech from “London Assurance,” 
and the next instant prays heaven they'll raise the 
money for the Actors’ Home Fund, and hopes to God 
she'll never have to go there. 

“I’ve never wanted to be helped in all my life,” she 
says. “I want to give and give and give!” 

When shé stands up and flings one end of the faded 
silk kimono over her shoulder and strikes out into “The 
*harge of- the Light Brigade,” you don’t give a rap how 
long she’s been on the stage, whether it’s her golden-.or 
diamond jubilee. It may be “old stuff she pulls,” as the 
newcdmers like to call it over on Broadway, but it’s 
got the big heart pull, and as her voice climbs over the

Noted actress tells of biggest moments in 
her half-century career—The happi- 
est incident, the most tragic, the most

grand old words, you remember what Dan Frohman 


called her back in ‘72. when she had graduated from - 


Jupiter in “Ixion” to Mrs. Honeyton in “The Happy 
Pair:” 

“The Girl with the Eolian Harp voice.” 

“It's courting Providence to even acknowledge that 
you're down .on the big call board cast for your Golden 
Jubilee, isn’t it?” she says whimsically. “But, Lord 
bless you, I love it. It's only 50 years of happiness and 
heartaches, smiles and tears, and I woulda‘t blot out one 
of them. I'd play Lady Teazle with Father Time to 
night if he liked, and set him a pace to follow at that. 
Let me skim over the play of Life, and only pick out 
my big moments.” 3 

So here they are, the biggest moments in the life of 
an actress. Not the actress of today, who scales the 
heights in a month or a year because her personality fits 
a certain part, but the actress of 50 years back, who 
started in as soon as she could walk on a stage prop- 
erly and pick up her cyes. 


“My Happiest Moment.” 

“It was up in a little Seottish town called Grennoch, 
in 1865. They were playing ‘Ixion,’ the same piece I 
made my first appearance in in America later. I was 
visiting my brother, Charles Coghlan, and his wife, 
Louisa Thornton, and it bappened they needed a Cupid. 
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Ours was a large family down in the Island of Jersey, 
and it was a big adventure tor me, I tell you, that first 
trip north with a real theatrical company. 

“So Louisa said, ‘Why not put Rose on for Cupid?’ and 
Rose was willing, just like Barkis. The costume con- 
sisted of pink silk tights, a pair of white goose wings 
that were rather unstable, and a wreath of roses, with 
a few other accessories. : 

“There were no curtain calls for Cupid, no ovations, 
but I'll never forget standing there, looking at the sea 
of-faces over the footlights, and feeling that strange 
magnetic thrill for the first time in my life. Oh, I was 
only a tot, I know, but I could have leaned over and 
taken the whole lot right into my arms. I’ve felt the 
thrill since, the wonderful opening night here in ‘For- 
get-Me-Not,’ but it couldn’t compare.with my first night. 

“Somebody behind me whispered, ‘Rose, your wings are 
loose, dearie.’ But I didn’t care. They couldn't have 
been loose, for they were bearing me right up to the 
stars, and it was the happiest moment of my life.” 


“My Most Tragic Moment.” 


“I loved my brother Charles better than anyone in 
the world. Ever since I was a kiddie, he had been my 
hero, and the fact that I was Charles Coghlan's sister 
meant more to me than all my own career or success. 
I think anyone who knew him well would understand 
why I loved him and looked up to him so. He started 
me in my work and taught me my business, and his love 
and help never failed me. 

“I was playing in Montreal in 1899, at the old Academy 
of Music, in ‘White Heather.’ All day long before the 
performance, I had noticed my husband, John T. Sulll- 
van, acting rather oddly, and the members of the com- 
pany, too, seemed strange in their manner. 

“When I stepped from my dressing room ready for 
the third act, several reporters who had been waiting ip 
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“MY YOST EMBARRASSING MOMENT.” 
This arose from a mishap during an all-star pre- 
duction of “Diplomacy,” which made the audience 


roar with laughter, while Miss Coghlan, she says, 
“stood like a ninny.” 


the wings approached me, and one asked abruptly: 

“Miss Coghtan, is it true your brother Charles just 
died in Galveston?’ 7 

“I don’t know how I ever went on and spoke my 
lines. My husband rushed up and made them leave 
alone. 
through my brain: 

“ “Charles, my splendid, life loving, genial brother, was 
gone!’ ' 

“There is some peculiar twist in the human mechan- 
ism, a sort of emergency brake, that seems to néfve one 
over a great shock or crisis. I played my part that 
night, played it as Charles would have had me, played 
it as many a poor devil has had to don grease paint and 
play when death stood in the wings grinning at him. 
But I've never forgotten that night.” 


“My Most Exciting Moment.” | 


“Once I had played Cupid, there was no stopping. me. 
I stayed with the company and played all sorts of parts. 
In those days we had to be ready to go on in almost 
anything we were cast for, and | played Lady Mac- 
beth when I was 15. 
at the old Gaiety, used to say when they needed some 
body to jump into a part: 

“Give it to Rose. She'll swallow it.’ 

“We were putting on ‘The Gun Man of Manchester,’ 
I think the play was, I forget exactly. Anyhow. ! was 
14, and playing at a few hours’ notice a little ange! sort 
of part where I had to wear those flimsy, fluffy petti- 
coats, and they saved my life. Just as the signal was 
given for the curtain to go up, I felt myself hoisted 
with it, there's no other word to describe it. I was 
simply.hoisted aloft, bodily in midair before the as- 
tonished audience, though I don't doubt but what they 
thought it was a littl? extra feature of the play. Some 
body yelled out: 

““For God's sake, stop that curtain! 
rolls up." |

“It sounds comical enough to tell of it now, but it

Extraordinary films, based on the exploits 
of artist-naturalist, show how, un- 
armed and alone, he captured deer, 
bears, rattlesnakes and mountain 
lion; how he built house, boat and 
snowshoes; and the way he found 
food and raiment :: :: : 


HEN Joseph Knowles, artist and 
naturalist, disappeared naked and 
alone into the Maine woods, to reap- 
pear some months afterwards fully 
clad in the skins of animals and in 
excellent health, he demonstrated 
that modern man can triumph un- 

aided against raw nature fully as successfully as could 

his most primitive ancestor. When a moving picture im- 

presario succeeded in reproducing most of his amaz- 

ing adventures, he achieved something scarcely less 
remarkable. 

It is scarcely less wonderful that a man can lasso a 
wild deer, climb a tree and capture a bear with only a 
bark rope, or scale a crag to loot an eagle’s nest, or 
Capture a rattlesnake with his bare hands, or snare 


a mountain lion than that somebody else should be able | 


to make motion pictures of him doing all these things 

The story of how the pictures were made is only an- 
other chapter in the history of ambitious movie under- 
takings. As the picture men say, it was only part of 
the, day’s work. Yet these films show all the essentials 
of Knowles’ enterprise. They were taken in the wilds. 
To get some of them, such, for instance, as those showing 
a puma in its'den, must have required remarkable pa- 
tience and resource, to say nothing of courage, for the 
puma or mountain lion is the most dangerous of North 
American beasts when he is encountered at close quar- 
ters. 

The Knowles pictures were first exhibited in St. Louis 
on the night of Dec. 30, under a release by the Universal 
Film Co. Since then they have appeared at many the- 
aters and invariably..have been enthusiastically re- 
ceived. 

At the beginning they show Knowles departing alone 
into the great outdoors. Wearing nothing but a coarse 
shirt, trousers, shoes and a handkerchief about his neck, 
he turns out his pockets to show that they do not con- 
tain so much as a match. Then he strikes off into the 
forest. When next H€ appears before the 
camera, he is in a mountain wilderness of 
such sheer beauty that the scenery almost 
detracts from the interest one has in the 
hero. He is standing on a crag, outlined 
against the sky, with precipices all about 
him, while, through a valley, a mile below, 
runs the silver thread of a mountain river. 


Down the side of the cliff the adventurer 
goes, scrambling from rock to rock, sometimes 
hanging by a scrubby bush that seems almost 
ready to break beneath his weight, and feel- 
ing for a footing with his toes. A dozen 
times one half expects to see him plunge 
downward. to annihilation. 

He reaches a small tributary to the river 
and plunges into it. A legend declares the 
current is moving at between sixteen and 
twenty-five miles an hour, dashing and foam- 
ing over hidden rocks. Sometimes the ad- 
Venturer wades, sometimes he swims, some- 
times he rides upon a floating log and once, 
in the nick of time, he saves himself from 
plunging over a waterfall by clinging to a slippery rock. 
At last he reaches the main stream and floats down it 
to a spot he selects for his camp. 

His first care is to make a fire. This he does in the 
rude manner of the first man. Two dry pieces of wood 
are selected, one of them having a small hole in it, the 
end of the other being pointed by pounding it with a 
rock. The Point is thrust into the hole. By wrapping 
the thong of a crude fiddle-bow around it, Knowles is 
able to revolve it rapidly until the friction sends up 
sparks, which are caught in 
some dry. fluffy bark. From this 
beginning the blaze is built up 
until soon there is a roaring 
campfire. ( 

The wanderer then builds his f 
house, a lean-to. First he places 
a long pole into the crotches of 
two trees. At each end of this 
upright pole he places two 


canoe of poles, . 
limbs and birch bark. 
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joe Knowles in his home of spruce and snow, many miles from human habitation. 


others, leading from it to the ground. The ends are 
bound tightly with strips of bark. A network of smaller 
crosspieces is fastened in with bark. Then upon the 
whole framework is piled a mass of spruce twigs, until 
the house is finished. A great bed of spruce boughs is 
its principal furniture. 

Next the adventurer gathers a store of acorns. Their 
meat he macerates into a fine, white flour. To this is 
added a little water, forming a batter, which is baked 
on a hot stone. The cake then is eaten with great ap- 
parent relish. 

Such a diet, however, could not long be sustaining, so 
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Bent branches and thongs of bark are made into snow shoes. 


Knowles prepares to add a little fresh meat to his 
larder. He plaits strips of bark into a small, substan- 
tial cord, and with this he makes a snare. An end of 
the cord is attached to the top of a sapling, the lower 
end being formed into a noose. The end of the sap- 
ling is bent down, the noose is secured to an ordinary 
“figure 4” trap, which any boy can make, and every- 
thing is in readiness. 

The stage is thus set for such a drama of real life 
as has seldom been witnessed and the camera caught 
oe it all. Knowles had scarcely 

: departed from his snare before 
two rabbits came fooling 
around it. One of them was 
caught in the noose and jerked 
into the air by the recoil of 
the sapling. 

Searcely had bunny’s feet 
been jerked from the ground 
when a wildcat pounced upon 
the struggling creature. One 
grip of the rapacious jaws, and 
the rabbit hung limp 
from the cat's mouth. 
But the captor was puz- 
zled by something. 
Whenever he tried to 
walk away with his prey, 
the thong and sapling re- 
strained him. He walked 
around the snare, ap 
parently in. great per- 
plexity. Then he dropped 
the rabbit and coiled 
into a posture of defense 
as a new foe appeared on 
the scene. 

The enemy is a badger. 
Although this animal is 
common enough in North 
America, 80 secret are 
its ways that very few 
persons have ever seen 
one that had not been 
caught In oe trap. The 
badger is a fighter from 
fightereville, as the wild- 
cat was soon to find out 
to his sorrow. UHefore 
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the camera the two wild creatures battled with the 
utmost ferocity untfl finally the cat lay dead and the 
badger scuttled away. When Knowles reached the 
snare, he found no rabbit—only the body of the wild 
cat. : 

That he might tackle larger game, Knowles made @ 
heavier rope of plaited bark. . Discovering a herd of 
deer in his neighborhood, he spreads a noose on the 
ground and lies down behind a bush to wait. His pa- 
tience is rewarded by a large buck, which steps within 
the circumference of the noose. There is a quick jerk 
and the deer is a prisoner. Knowles trusses it up and 
carries it alive to his camp, where it soon furnishes him 
fresh venison. Of its skin he makes a pair of com- 
fortable trousers and-a pair of shoes. 

His next adventure is with a large rattlesnake. Com- 
ing upon it on a sandy piece of ground, he gets 
a forked stick, with which he pins its head 
to the earth. Then, with thumb and fore 
finger, he grips it behind the head so that it 
cannot bite and makes it a prisoner, 

Observing an eagle on a crag high above 
him, Knowles decides it must have a nest 
there, and determines to pay a visit. He makes 
the perilous ascent in safety. While he is do 
ing so, the eagle goes hunting. The camera 
catches him in the act of attacking a large 
snake. There is another flerce battle, which 
ends in victory for the bird, which makes a 
grewsome repast on the spot. , 

In some respects, one*of the most remarkable 
of the pictures is a series showing two raccoons 
fishing for frogs in a small stream. The raccoon 
is one of the most sagactous of animals and 
it is really surprising that the picture man 
could have got so close without giving alarm. 
Coming upon a black bear hunting honey in a tree, 
Knowles climbs the same tree, lassos the animal and 
takes him prisoner., With the ald of a wandering In- 
dian who has recuhiis appeared, the adventurer also 
captures two bear cubs, which he takes to his camp 
and tames. He saves the Indian's life when the latter 
is attacked by another bear, shooting the animal with 
the Indian’s gun. 

The pictures show in great détail how Knowles man- 
ufactured a canoe and snowshoes. The skeleton of the 
canoe is made by tying to a long keel pole ribs of bent 
wood. The whole was covered with bark, making « 
light but very serviceable craft. The snowshoes were 
made by using two pieces of bent wood as a frame and 
connecting them with lashings of bark. 

Knowles also fashioned an Eskimo fishing spear. At 
night he would put a pine knot torch in the bow of his 
canoe. Fish would be attracted to the light, and, as 
they came up they were gigged. 

The greatest thrill in the whole series comes from 
the episode of the mountain lion. The camera first re- 
veals him prowling around in the brush and lying at 
ease in his lair, as complacently as an old tabby in 
front of the fire. Knowles comes upon his tracks and 
determines to make him prisoner. 

The adventurer made, on a large scale, just such « 
snare as that with which the rabbit was captured, ex- 
cept that he used two small trees and a larger rope. He 
fastened another rope to the trigger ‘of the “figure 4” 
trap and hid in the brush so that he himeelf could spring 
it at the right time.

STRAIGHT line may be the shortest dis- 
tance between two points—-at least ac- 
cording to geometries -but if you want 
to go to Vienna from Berlin in war time, 
make the trip via Budapest. You will 
find the roundabout journey much easier 
' to negotiate than the direct route. 

Entering Austria from Hungary is about as difficult 
as penetrating the Bronx from Manhattan on a subway 
express. If you travel on the Berlin-Vienna night ex- 
press—schnelizug, they call it over there—you are 
obliged to get out of your warm berth at an ungodly 
hour in order to submit to an examination in the cold 
station at the frontier. On the Berlin-Budapest ex- 
press, however, the officials board the train at Teschen 
on the Hungarian frontier and your passport is ex- 
amined in the privacy of your compartment. With the 
result that you arrive in Budapest in the morning fresh 
as a daisy, metaphorically speaking at any rate. From 
Budapest to Vienna is a delightful four hours’ ride along 
the Danube—as delightful and exciting as a trip from 
New York to Albany. 


I made the journey this way and almost before | knew 

1 was in Vienna. I say “almost before I knew it” 
because I was so much interested in my British com- 
panion’s account of the races in the Austrian capital 
that I did not pay any attention to the “scenic effects” 
en route. My companion was a British jockey who had 
won the 100,000 crown ($15,000) sweepstakes in Vienna 
the week previous. He informed me that his fellow 
countrymen had not been interned in Austria or Hun- 
gary. despite the fact that those countries are at war 
with England. Later I confirmed his statement. The 
only British subject interned in Hungary is a negro 
who is unable to earn his living, and in Austria the 
English are not only allowed their liberty but several 
of them are engaged in the kingly sport of horse rac- 
ing. 1 attended one of the matinees of the November 


‘meeting in the Prater and I saw an English horse, 


ridden by my British jockey, win the 10,000 crown race. 
From which it will be seen that “war stricken” Vienna 
does not consider England as a very serious enemy. 

lt was nearty 6 o'clock when I arrived in the Aus

Of course I managed to put away a couple of sand- 
wiches and as many Pilseners between the acts. An 
intermission in Vienna is regarded as a God-given op- 
portunity to take care of the inner man. 

This did not prevent me from enjeVing my first real 
meal in Vienna, which I took after the theater in the 
Deutsches Haus. There are smarter restaurants in the 
Austrian capital than the Deutsches Haus, but there is 
none better. Nestling close to the great Sanct Stefen’s 
Cathedral, it is known to all travelers who have a true 
appreciation of genuine Pilsener, Muenchener and other 
braus. 

As I did not have a bread card (for breadcards are 
as important in Vienna as they are in Berlin) I had 
to eat pumpernickel, but otherwise my dinner was as 
complete and satisfying as any meal I had in the same 
restaurant two years ago. It was a trifle more expensive. 


The Wiener rostbraten was “2 crowns fifty” (about 37° 


cents) instead of two crowns, as it was before the war. 
And there was an extra charge for butter. However, 
the big glasses of Pilsener were still 40 hellers (about 
6 cents), and there were’fio signs advising patrons to 
drink sparingly. There may be a. shortage of many 
things in Vienna, but there is no shortage of beer. 

It was nearly half past 12 before I finished my repast, 
which I topped off with schaumtorte. The operetta had 
lasted until after 11 and I had dined slowly. So I 
started to walk back to the Bristol along the Karnthner 
strasse. I knew better than to look for gaiety in Vienna 
at 1 a. m. For even in times of peace the Viennese 
retire early except during the season when balls occupy 
the attention of the gay set, and today there is no public 
dancing. 

But the next day I was leading the “gemuethlich” 
Viennese life of former years. The Austrian capital, 
outwardly at least, is little changed by the war. To be 
sure, the street car conductors are, more often than not, 
attractive girls. Germafi officers are in evidence every- 
where and if you hear strains of martial music it is 
not necessarily an Austrian band. Large numbers of 
Bavarian troops are passing through Vienna on their

way to the Balkans and they march along.the Ring- 
strasse singing their national songs. 

The coffee houses are as crowded as ever despite the 
fact that there is no schlagschine and the members 
of the Jockey Club lunch at the Bristol, seemingly un- 
mindful of the great struggle that is raging on half a 
dozen fronts. Of course there is a vacant chair in nearly 
every home—-many, alas, that will never be filled. But 
this does not seem to depress the people as a whole. 
There are Philharmonic concerts—Felix Weingartner is 
still conducting his famous orchestra—grand opera in 
two great opera houses, dramas and comedies in half 
a dozen playhouses and, as I said before, a score of 
operettas. As in Berlin the theaters are crowded night- 
ly. “Mona Lisa,’ Schilling’s grand opera, is the out- 
standing feature at the Koenigliche Opernhaus. It is 
better sung here than in Berlin—Fraulein Selma Kurtz 
being particularly fine in the title role. 

At the Hofburg Theater—the Royal Playhouse—Dr. 
Arthur Schnitzler’s “Comedy of Words” is one of the 
most successful novelties. Dramas by Brieux (despite 
the fact that he is,a Frenchman), and one William 
Shakespeare (despite the fact that he was an English- 
man), are being played with great success. In fact, the 
only thing that is missing is an offering by Franz Lehar. 


I found the “Celebrated Lehar” in his favorite cor- 
ner at the Cafe Museum, the famous haunt of the 
Viennese composers. At first glance I hardly knew 
him, for his hair has turned white since we had coffee 
together two years ago. But there was no mistaking 
his bubbling good spirits. He had just received a letter 
telling of the great success of his operetta, “Alone at 
Last,” in New York, and he was in the happiest possible 
frame of mind. 

“Congratulate me, lieber Kitchen.” he said euthusi- 
astically, “1 am to be married within a fortnight.” 

“Yes,” he went on after I had gripped his hand again 


and. again, “I have faced danger in the war and come 
back safely. So the great adventure has no terrors for 
me. I shall soon be like one of your American cigars,

Here is an in- 
stitution which ought to be copied in 
New York—a restaurant run by the 
municipality with native wines and 
liquors sold at cost in order to fam- 
iliarize the public with the good things 
of the nation. But alas, I am afraid 
New York ts not progressive enough te 
establish such an institution. 

The great restaurant was crowded 
with people the evening I visited it 
and the toothsome viands that covered 
the hundreds of tables (for the Rath- 
hauskelier is larger than any four 
New York restaurants) belied the 
statements that there is a food short- 
age in Vienna.

EAVILY rests the royal steel crown of 
Rumania, made from Turkish cannon 
captured at Plevna, upon the head of 
her unhappy ruler, King Ferdinand. 
By one of fate’s ironies, ke is at one 
and the same time a Hohenzollern and 
a figurehead: a member of the most 
imperious of modern dynasties and a puppet King. 

In the tremendous crisis now involving the Balkan 
Peninsula, Ferdingnd of Rumania, alone among his 
royal confreres in that region, remains a nonentity. 
That other Ferdinand, the crafty “fox of the Balkans,” 
can truly say: “Bulgaria—I am Bulgaria!” King Peter 
embodies Servia in his own person: King Constantine 
rides Greece wit the bridle and spurs of a master. But 
when Rumania gives tongue in the concert of nations it 
is not her King who speaks; it is Bratianu, the Premier. 

Nevertheless, among the lesser monarchs of Europe, 
Ferdinand of Rumania is in some respects the most ro- 
mantic figure, even if a certain pathos attaches itself

But by masterly 
Statecraft, he wae@ able to force Bulgaria into the war 
on the side of the central Powers. Ferdinand of Ru- 
mania would undoubtedly be glad to perform a similar 
service for his kineman on the German throne. But 
Kumania has completely ignored him and, in the face 
of threats and cajolery, has so far maintained a stub-
